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THE CHEMICAL UNION MATTER. 


The absence of speculative interest 
in the heavy chemical market may be 
taken as indicating that a considera- 
ble amount of doubtis yet felt in the 
probable result of the scheme of or- 
ganizing a Chemical Union. Although 
recent cable dispatches speak of the 
Union as not having been finally con- 
summated but a strong probability of 
the near future,the last mail from Liv- 
erpool brings the positive assurance 
that the organization is complete, and 
virtually in control of the market. Nev- 
ertheless, none of the stock has yet 
been subscribed for by the public and 
as probably one-half,and some reports 
say two-thirds, of the eight million 
pounds sterling of capital must be 
raised by such subscriptions, it is dif- 
ficult to understand how the scheme 
can be considered in practical working 
order. 

The trade here, while disposed to 
place confidence in the ultimate result 
of the project, are uncertain regarding 
its present standing. They seem to 
have little or no information concern- 
ing the details of the scheme. What 
has been made public so far is of a very 
general character. We understand 
that a semi-official statement of the 
reasons for and objects of the Union 
sets forth that the Leblanc makers 
have been driven to consolidation for 
self protection and the purpose is, 
through this means, to insure a fair 
return on the capital invested in the 
industry. It was generally supposed 
that one of the first steps taken by the 
Union would be to close up a number 
of the existing works as the most feasi- 
ble means of effecting economy. This, 
it is now stated, is not contemplated 
in the plans of the promoters, nor, it 
is said, do they include a project to 
dispose with the services of middlemen; 
but hereafter, one of the great unset- 
tling influences in this branch of trade 
will be obviated by preventing specula- 
tive operations in the alkali products. 

Asa result of the reported comple- 
tion of the negotiations looking to con- 
solidation, the market for the heavy 
chemicals displays a very strong tone, 
but, excepting caustic soda, there has 
been little quickening of the demand, 
and the effect upon prices has not been 
as great as such a proposed revolution 
in the trade might reasonably be ex- 
pected to produce.

THE WINDOW GLASS SITUATION. 


The window glass manufacturers 
have decided to go into blast again on 
September 15,or two weeks later than 
ordinarily. The last manufacturing 
season closed two weeks earlier than 
usual, oron June 12. In view of the 
fact that the importers seem to have 
been putting forth extra exertions to 
increase their hold on American mar- 
kets it might seem somewhat strange 
that the domestic manufacturers have 
delayed starting up, particularly when 
the stock on hand is said to be smaller 
than at the same time in former years, 
while the consumption was never 
larger. Itis intimated by those who 
should be in a position to know, that 
the manufacturers are disappointed in 
the efforts to secure a higher rate of 
duty on imported glass. With no let 
up in foreign competition, increasing 
production at home, coupled with 
the high rate of wages demand- 
ed by the _ workers, has com- 
pelled them to reduce the time of 
the blast one month, by cutting off 
two weeks at each end. By this means 
they hope to reduce expenses, the 
most important of which is the cost of 
labor, and thus place themselves, when 
the active consuming season arrives,in 
a position to better cope with the com- 
petition fr.m importers and those 
manufacturers, who with enlarged fa- 
cilities and improved processes are en- 
abled to offer greater advantages to 
buyers. 

The outlook js certainly not engour- 
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aging for a profitable season in the 
window glass trade. The coal fuel 
factories are more and more at a dis- 
advantage in competing with the man- 
ufacturers who use natural gas. Some 
of the latter may be forced to return 
to coal or employ artificial gas, owing 
to the decreasing supply of the natural 
article, but there are several large con- 
cerns who control their own gas wells, 
whose combined product will make 
np a large share of the amount re- 
quired for consumption. These large 
manufacturers with their tank furna- 
ces and natural gas plants can work 
night and day, so that though they 
may agree to start at the same time as 
the others, they can produce just 
about as much glass during the season 
as though they lighted their fires two 
weeks earlier. 

Added to the other trials of the man- 
ufacturers is the increased cost of 
chemicals. That has not been very 
great so far and some of the 
alert ones have placed contracts 
for their season’s supply at advantage- 
ous rates, but many of them will have 
to buy stock at increased prices and 
just now it looks as though they would 
have to pay ten to fifteen per cent. 
more than they did last year. 

Of course there is a good deal of 
bearish talk from the jobbers who ex- 
pect that by trying to depress the 
market at this time they will be able 
to make fall contracts at lower prices. 
The facts are, as near as can be ascer- 
tained, that there is nosurplus of de- 
sirable sizes and quality of American 
glass in the manufacturers hands, and 
that in consequence of the enlarged 
consumption during the last season or 
two the supplies held by the jobbers. 
have been pretty well worked off. The 
importations have been heavy and 
still keep up, but they are more the 
result of an effort on the part of im- 
porters to anticipate unfavorable 
tariff legislation than an increased 
consumption of foreign glass. The 
importers are only about holding 
their own in the American markets, 
and increasing cost on the other side 
will place them at a greater disadvan- 
tage, during the coming season. Know- 
ing this the domestic manufacturers 
cannot welladvance their prices,nor on 
the other hand can they afford to 
make any reduction from the current 
rates, in view of the higher cost of 
some of their raw material and the 
fact that wages have been fixed on last 
year’s scale. Their only alternative has 
been to reduce the number of working 
days for the blast as much as possible 
without causing a strike of the work- 
ers. The latter are not at all satisfied 
with the state of affairs and it is just 
possible that they may take an oppor- 
tunity to resent it when the time 
comes.

THE LARD BILL BEFORE CON- 
GRESS. 


Lard, hogs and cotton oil were made 
the subject of an animated controversy 
in the National House of Representa- 
tives last week, and as Speaker Reed 
is said to have promised his Boston 
friends that the pending lard bill 
would be passed by the House, some 
of the members who fre opposed to it 
made haste to absent themselves in 
order to reduce the number of votes 
below a quorum. The third reading 
was ordered on Saturday and it was 
discovered after taking a vote on final 
passage that the House lacked a quo- 
rum, hence the closing act in the treat- 
ment of the subject in that department 
of congress had to be postponed, but 
will come up for consideration again 
this week. The impression is given 
out that no difficulty would be exper- 
ienced in passing the bill provided a 
quorum can be secured. It really 
makes little difference how the House 
disposes of the measure, as Chairman 
Paddock of the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture stands ready, with his

colleagues, to bury it beyond resurrec- 
tion, because the proposed act is wrong 
in principle as it singles out one com- 
modity for taxation and condemnation 
at the expense of a legitimate and 
growing trade, and in the interest of a 
few packers of crude lard who find 
sharp competition absorbing their 
profits. 

The class legislation is supported by 
a political faction on the plausible ex- 
cuse that such a law would benefit 
farmers and hog raisers, but. it is 
strange that the so-called farmers did 
not ask for congressional protection. 
The appeal for aid came from New 
Kngland manufacturers of lard, and 
they are still in the struggle. The 
same parties are alleged to have exer- 
cised their influence in framing the 
report of the House Committee, which 
is replete with glaring errors and mis- 
representations. To ‘‘save our com- 
mercial honor and promote industrial 
rectitude,” the committee believe there 
is urgent need of some legal supervis- 
ion of the compound lard industry, 
and the imposition of a tax. The ob- 
jects of the proposed legislation in ad- 
dition to obtaining revenue are stated 
as follows: 1—To compel the branding 
of mixtures compounded of ingredi- 
ents other than lard, but made in the 
semblance of and sold as lard so that 
consumers may be advised of the nat- 
ure of the article they purchase. 2— 
To relieve the manufacturers of pure 
lard of an unfair competition of an imi- 
tation article made of cheaper ingre- 
dients and sold at a lower price. 3—To 
relieve to some extent the existing de- 
pression in the farming industry, 
caused in part by the displacement of 
a large and increasing amount of pure 
fat of the hog by a spurious substitute 
put on the market under the name and 
brand of the genuine article. 

It is not necessary to go over well- 
trodden ground to answer the peculiar 
arguments of the Committee, which 
are not founded on fact. All members 
of congress have doubtless been made 
acquainted with the existing circum- 
stances in the lard trade, and if not 
they could easily learn upon inquiry 
that lard compounds have been brand- 
ed as such for some time back, that 
misrepresentation is not practiced,that 
the entire cotton oil industry is vitally 
concerned in any lard legislation, and 
that no necessity exists for Govern- 
ment supervision or the assessment of 
a tax, unless Congress desires to re- 
habilitate a few competing concerns 
suffering from lack of trade. If the 
tax and license features were elimi- 
nated from the bill there would be lit- 
tle, if any, opposition toit. There is 
abundant and irrefutable testimony 
that cottonseed oil as a food ingredient 
is no way deleterious to health. No 
greater perversion of the taxing power 
had ever been perpetrated by Congress 
than the precedent established in the 
oleomargarine legislation, and now 
comes the first fruit of that great error 
which, however, will hardly be per- 
mitted so pass the exacting scrutiny of 
the Senate without the condemnation 
it deserves. 
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DIFFICULT CUSTOMS QUESTIONS. 


The collectors of customs at the 
various ports have been encountering 
snags in their endeavor to apply the 
new customs adininistrative law, and 
the Treasury officials are called upon 
to settle some difficult questions. No 
sooner is one knotty problem solved 
and the officials begin to regard the 
matters before them clear when an- 
other and more difficult one crops up 
to vex the collectors and perplex the 
importers. The tax on containers 
clause of the new law has given rise to 
the question whether it is required 
that all charges for cases, cartoons, 
ete., and all costs incidental to placing 
the merchandise in condition for ship- 
ment musi be specified in detail in the 
consular invoices, The Treasury De- 
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partment has decided that the terms | or less iron in the earth upon which 
of the declarations, both of the con- 
signee, importer or agent, and of the 
owner, require that the value of such 
charges shall be specified in the in- 
voices, and that the statement in the 
invoices that the cost includes such 
charges is not sufficient, aud should 
not be accepted for entry. This is 
contrary to the general belief that has 
obtained among importers, but is, ac- 
cording to the Treasury officials, 
according to the requirements of the 
law. Section 8 provides ‘that it [the 
invoice] contains, if the merchandise 
was obtained by prrchase, a true and 
full statement of the time when, the 
place where, the person from whom 
fhe same- was purchased, and the 
actual cost thereof and all the charges 
thereon; and that no discounts, boun- 
ties, or drawbacks are contained in the 
invoice but such as have been actually 
allowed thereon” Thus it will be 
seen that the importers who presented 
invoices not specifying the several 


items of total cost had justifiable ex- 
cuse for the error in interpreting the 


language of the law—if error it was. 
The question whether commissions 
should be included in the dutiable 
value of merchandise has not been 
decided by the Treasury officials, and 
they have shown a disposition to shirk 
the responsibility and leave the same 
for the courts to determine. This 
means expensive suits at law for some 
importer who desires to bring a test 
case. A majority of the questions that 
have been decided have been freely 
and uncomplainingly accepted, but in 
a few instances it is thought there has 
been shown a disposition to make 
illiberal constructions and to ignore 


the evident intent.

THE VIRGINIA SUMAC CROP. 








As is customarily the case, much in- 
terest has been displayed for the past 
few weeks by the dealers in and the 
consumers of Virginia sumac, as to 
the condition of the crops and what 
the outturn would be as compared 
with past seasons. From parties who 
have just returned from an extended 
tour of the plantations, it would ap- 
pear that the crop will be au exceed- 
ingly fine one; in fact, it is asserted 
that the conditions have not been so 
favorable for a satisfactory gathering, 
as regards quality, in fully ten years, 
and it is also said the quantity realized 
will be equal to the production of the 


past few years. 


The fact that the pickers have not 
been careful in gathering the crops 
has hitherto been a source of much 
annoyance to the dealers, and in many 
instances it has taken some four thou- 
sand pounds of the leaf to realize a 
ton of sumac, but this evil has been 
considerably lessened the present sea- 
son, and it is believed that a ton of 
sumac will be obtained from about 
three thousand pounds of the leaf. 
The quality of the crop has also been 
much improved by the absence of 
rains during the early part of the 
growth of the plant, as the prevalence 
of wet weather at that period makes 
the leaf thin and removes the gummy 
substance which gathers on it, and 
which is so desired by the growers, and 
in fact buyers as well, as it acts in 


their favor in the matter of prices. 


The bark is also said to be very white 


and clean, and dealers are hopeful 
that the use of the domestic article 
will be extended to a considerable de- 
gree thereby. The foreign article, 
however, will undoubtedly continue 
to play an important part in the tan- 
ning industry, as it is absolutely re- 
quired in the treatment of light-col- 
ored leathers, the Virginia not being 
reliable when utilized for these. 
There have been numerous explana-

THE PHOSPHATE COMBINATION. 


Some time ago the REPORTER re- 
ferred to the organization of an al- 
leged syndicate in London with a 
capital of $5,000,000, for the purpose of 
controlling the phosphate rock sup- 
plies of the United States and Canada. 
No less than four Dukes and other 
names high in English nobility were 
connected with the scheme. Options 
were obtained on property in South 
Carolina and Canada, and as the hold- 
ers had asked rather elevated figures 
for their interests they were anxious to 
have the syndicate carry out its inten- 
tions. In the meantime, efforts were 
made in England to float the stock of 
the syndicate, but notwithstanding 
the high sounding titles of the officers 
the general public declined to invest. 
It was finally decided last week, we are 
informed, to abandon the idea of con- 
trolling the phosphate deposits and 
the options were accordingly declared 
off, nuch to the disappoiutment of the 
would-be sellers. The cause of the 
sudden and unexpected decision is not 
stated, but we are inclined to the opin- 
ion that the remarkable developments 
in Florida precipitated the action and 
made the promoters realize that the 
undertaking could not be handled suc- 
cessfully with such formidable com- 
petition from the naw section. There 
are sO many and varied interests in 
the South Carolina, Florida and Cana- 
dian fields that a combination is not 
one of the probabilities. There may 
or may not be an understanding on 
export values, but the domestic trade 
will no doubt continue to be favored 
with increasing sources of supply and 
competing offers.

The advantages 
of having the additional millions of 
barrels available for speculative pur- 
poses is appreciated by the regular 
traders, and the outside operators, 
while being made more cautious, will 
embrace the opportunities thus afford- 
ed for speculative trading whenever 
they feel assured that the price will be 
governed by legitimate influences. A 
notable feature on the exchanges has 
been the gathering about the ring of 
traders who had for a long time ab- 


sented themselves, and of others who 
had directed their attention torailroad 
and other securities, but who were in 
times past most active in the market 
for petroleum certificates. It is yet too 
early to estimate the probable result of 
the new departure, but there can 
scarcely be a doubt but that the ex- 
changes will be benefited and that 
trading will increase and prosperity 
result.

The Willard natural gas region in Canada is 
about thirteen miles from Buffalo, and the 
wells drilled are yielding copiously undera 
high pressure. The gas will be piped across 
the lake, probably near Fort Erie, and Buffalo 
is expecting to receive ample supplies for 
manufacturing and all other purposes. The 
out of seven big wells aiready completed is 
estimated by careful experts at about 27,- 
000,000 feet of gas daily. 


Last Friday night three incendiary fires 
were simultaneously started in the Belmont, 
W. Va., oil field. The tanks of the Brown 
Bros., Johnston and the Two Brothers’ Island 
tanks were set on fire. They contained sev- 
eral thousand barrels of oil. A few minutes 
later the tanks on the Taylor farm caught 
and all were destroyed. A riot was imminent 
all night, andastrong guard watched the 
tanks. The loss is very heavy. More trouble 
isfeared. The incendiarism arose from con- 
flicting claims and rivalry between lessees. 


A recent deal on the floor of the Lima Oil 
Exchange was the purchase from Patty & Me- 
haffey, of the Big Stoker gas well, located at 
the southeast corner of the St. Mary’s reser- 
voir. The price paid was $10,000. This is the 
well that the owners considered worthless 
when it was drilled in because they were after 
oil, but it proved quite a bonanza. The pur- 
chaser saysit will cost $20,000 to run lines to 
connect with this well, but the gas supply is 
needed. This well is estimated to have a ca- 
pacity of 6,000,000 feet per day.” 

Considerable indignation is expressed 
against the Ohio River Railroad Company for 
leasing their narrow strip of right of way, 
which is dotted with derricks the entire 
length of the field and located in close prox- 
imiiy to the road bed. It is claimed that in 
the event of striking a big well or a strong 
flow of gas,either would be ignited from a 
passing locomotive, thereby jeopardizing tho 
lives of the passengers. One derrick is located 
so close to the track that a passedger a few 
days ago, who chanced to have his hand out 
the window had it badly crushed. 


There are now eleven producing wells in 
and about Youngsville, all put down within 
the last ten years, and all are producing a lit- 
tle oil. Some of them flow, but not in large 
quantities. All these wells have been put 
down on the southeast of Brokenstraw Creek. 
They all seem to be edge walls. The drill has 
never penetrated the northwest part of the 
borough. The last well drilled is the furthest 
northwest, and the best sand of any yet was 
found it. Besides, gas enough to heat all 
Youngsville was tound. The well was shot 
with a 100 pound charge, which destroyed the 
gas output, Considerable oil was found, and 
when the well was tubed and shut in, the oil 
seemed shut in also.

Adulterated Turpentine. 
. Boston, Aug. 19, 1890. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

July 24th I wrote you a new test for de- 
tecting adulteration in turpentine, as follows: 

“Drop on a clean glass surface one drop of 
pure spirits turpentine; near it put a drop of 
the :uspected article, and, with the light 
properly reflected from the surface, watch 
the effect as it evaporates. If pure, the drop 
will dry off almost like water and no color be 
reflected from the surface. If the drop con- 
tains as much as 5 per cent. of oil or benzine, | 
the surface, with the light properly trrown 
on it, will exhibit an irridescent purple, simi- 
lar to that thrown off from the surface ot 
water on which oil has been dropped.” 

I am, this morning, in receipt of a letter 
from a party interested in stamping out adul- 
terated turpentine, who writes me as follows: 

“On my return from the South I find your 
letter of July 24, and thank you very kindly 
for this information. I read your article in 
the Orn, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER while 
in New Orleans, and it gave me great pleasure 
to note that you are still fighting this evil. 
The test of which you speak I find to bea 
good one, and I ask leave to suggest that you 
try painting the pack of a clear, clean glass 
with black paint, giving it about two coats; 
after the paint is thoroughly dry, try the ex- 
periment you suggest and see if you do not 
get better results; that is, the experiment 
will show up better. 

“I trust when the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association meets in Cincinnati, O., I 
will have achance to meet you and talk over 
this very important subject.”

Attempt to Swindle Paint Firms. 


From al! appearances an organized band of 
rogues has been endeavoring toswindle prom- 
inent paint firms in this city, but owing to 
bungling in the sending of a telegram and the 
shrewdness of a telegraph operator they have 
met with little success, only one firm being 
victimized. A few days ago a suave and 
dapper young man stepped froma hansom 
cab and entered the store of C. T. Raynolds & 
Co. Hesaid he was J. H. Vail, uf Sanborn & 
Vail, dealers in art supplies,who have stores in 
Los Angeles, Portland and San Francisco. 
Asalesman of Messrs. Raynolds & Co. took an 
extensive order for colors, etc., and the 
stranger departed. On the following day he 
again presented himself, and meeting the 
aforesaid salesman as he was about to go to 
lunch, expressed a desire to meet some mem- 
ber of the firm of Messrs. J. M. C. Martin 
Sons, the brush manufacturers. The sales- 
man complied with his request, and when 
Vail and Mr. Robert Martin were left 
alone they chatted about the artist material 
trade in general and the trade in the West 
in particular. Before he left, Vail asked Mar- 
tin to cash his draft on Sanborn & Vail for 
$50.. He was accommodated, and that was the 
last seen of Vail. 

The draft was sent to San Francisco, and 
yesterday the Messrs. Martin received a short 
type-written letter in which Sanborn & Vail 
said that they had not honored the draft for 
the reason that their Mr. Vail had not drawnit. 

A telegram was also sent to Messrs. Newall, 
Rowe & Rathburn, purported to have been 
signed by Messrs. Raynolds & Co., requesting 
them to cash a check payable to John T. 
Brower and drawn by E. H. Raynolds, As ine 
telegram was addressed to Newburg, and the 
firm are in Utica, it was returned to 
Messrs. Raynolds & Co., and the fraud discov- 
ered. Immediately following these incidents 
a press dispatch from Newburg, N. Y., stated 
that a bold scheme to rob Messrs. F. W. De- 
voe & Co. was frustrated on Thursday by the 
manager of the Western Union telegraph office 
at that place. A stranger came in just before 
a departing train and sent two messages. 
Both were signed Ward & Logan, which is the 
pame of a large paint concern in Newburg 
which does business with Messrs. Devoe & Co 
Tne first one was directed to “John Brower 
care of Mme.

Oaths Under the Customs Law. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has issued 
the following circular to customs officers in 
regard to the abolition of oaths under the 
Customs Administration act: 

The twenty-second section of the act of 
June 10, 1890, provides “that all oaths admipis- 
tered by officers of the customs, except as 
provided in this act under or by virtue of ex- 
isting laws of the United States, upon the 
entry of imported goods and the passing 
thereof through the customs, and also upon 
all entries of domestic goods, wares and mer- 
chandise for exportation, be and the same are 
hereby abolished; and in cases of entry of 
merchandise for exportation, a declaration in 
lieu of an Oath shall be filed in such form and 
under such regulations as may be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury.” 

Under this provision, oaths prescribed by law 
to be edministered by officers of customs are 
abolished in the cases where declarations are 
substituted therefor; which declarations are 
prescribed in the case of original entries and 
entries for exportation in sections 5 and 22, 
and in the case of the entry of certain books 
in the proviso to section 4 of saidact. All 
others, oaths prescribed by law or regula- 
tions, as in the case of personal and household 
effects, tools of trade, etc., of persons from 
foreign countries. and of articles imported 
for various societies and institutions, will 
still be required. 

The concluding paragraph of the Depart- 
ment’s circular, No. 54, of July 19 last, is here- 
by amended by substituting therein for the 
word “declaration” the words “preliminary 
oath prescribed by the Department’s circular 
of June 8, 1889. (Synopsis 9,424.)"

To Control the Glassware Trade. 


For some time past various rumors bave 
been current that an extensive combination 
was to be formed to largely control the glass 
manufacturing industry of the country. Asa 
matter of course, English capitalists were said 
to be largely interested. The Pittsburg Com- 
mercial Gazette now states that the project is 
assuming a material form, and that it is possi- 
ble to indicate with a fair degree of accuracy 
the various plants to be included in the “*com- 
bine.” Optious on these have been forwarded 
to New York, with what result is not yet 
known. One of the gentlemen interested in 
the scheme has stated that the term syndicate 
of capitalists was not exactly fitted to the 
concern which has been at the head of the 
long-drawn-out negotiations. The title **Pro- 
moting Company” was best adapted, as no 
Englishman or other capitalist has so far in- 
vested one dollar outside of incidental expen- 
ses in thescheme. It was a mistake to sup- 
pose that the present enterprise was backed 
up by a number of capitalists who were aching 
forsome spot iuto which they could dump 
their superfluous wealth. English capitalists 
never did business in that haphazard way, and 
they were not at present making retrograde 
movements. Wealthy men of this class were 
backing up the present scheme to bring about 
acombination of tableware-glass manufac- 
turers, but the work was to be accomplished 
in a different manner than was generally sup- 
posed. Some time ago the organizers of the 
deal, or Promoting Company, as they termed 
themselves, sent agents to Pittsburg and else- 
where to obtain options on the plants in ques- 
tion, This part of the work has progressed 
quite favorably, and has resulted in twenty- 
niue of the fif*y-four concerns having agreed 
to enter the Trust. 

Within a few days experts sent from head- 
quarters will visit the various plants and in- 
spect them for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the values set forth in the options 
were too high. The books of the different 
concerns will be examined also, in order that 
the financial standing of each may be learned. 
A complete report will then be sent to the 


Promoting Company, and this may result in 
that concern refusing to accept some of the 
plants at the values placed on them by the 
owners. The Promoters, as they are called 
for short, will likely make a counter offer to 
those of the manuracturers whose plants may 
have been placed at too higha figure. This 
may be refused or accepted, but should the 
latter prove the case then the managers of 
the combine scheme will begin the formation 
ot a big stock company; and the factory 
owners will be given an opportunity to join 
this concern by subscribing for the stock to 
an amount equal to the value piaced on the 
several plants. Some of the firms may insist 
on receiving a portion of their pay in cash and 
the remainder in stock, and in thisthey wil 
likely be accommodated. The general public 
will then be asked to aid the scheme by pur- 
chases of stock, and for this reason subscrip- 
tion books will be opened in different places, 
and all who wish to invest in the big company 
will have an opportunity to doso. It is ex- 
pected that the entire programme will be 
carried out within the next sixty d+ys, as the 
Promoting Company regard the investment

Dyewood Extracts and their Modern 
Manufacture, 


This industry sprang up in France at the 
beginning of this century, Meissonier being 
the first manufacturer of a liquid and solid 
material suitable chiefly for printing. Log- 
wood is occasionally submitted to a process 
known as “oxidation” before being placed in 
the extractors. The chips are spread out in 
thin layers, and moistened with water con- 
taining in solution or suspension the follow- 
ing substances: Ammonium chloride, ammo- 
nium carbonate, putrid urine, chalk, clay, 
saltpeter, potassium permanganate and bi- 
chromate—the exact procedure being kept 
secret. This oxidation must be condemned, 
owixg to the fact that the resulting extracts 
yield much less permanent colors, 

The extraction of the coloring matter from 
the wood is conducted either by maceration 
in open vessels—French method—or under 
steam pressure at high temperatures, as first 
employed by Lanford in America. The yield 
of extract at 45° B. by the former process is 
164% per cent., by the latter from 20 to 21 per 
cent. For printing purposes, the French ex- 
tract is to be preferred, higher prices being 
obtainable, but for dyeing woolen yarn,where 
fnstness rather than purity of tone is neces- 
sary, the American extract is better. The 
French extract is often adulterated with mo- 
lasses, glucose, dextrine, &c., to the extent of 
60 per cent, in the cheaper qualities, 

In America logwood extract is sold under 
the name of black dye extract, adulterated 
with quercitron and hemlock; and fustic ex- 
tract, called substitute for fustic, adulterated 
with quercitron. 

Extracts manufactured under pressure usu- 
ally contain more woody particles than the 
French. To avoid this, the liquors may be al- 
lowed to subside before evaporation, or they 
may be filter-pressed. or precipitated with 
salt or sodium sulphate. 

The pressure in the pans should not exceed 
1 or 14 atmospheres.—Chem. Zeit.

London Notes, 


Lonpon, Aug. 16, 1890. 

Since my last letter there have been no de- 
velopments of a very interesting nature. The 
drug market has been extremely quiet, but as 
not much business is expected at this time of 
the year, the fact is scarcely worth chron- 
icling. Taking the list all through, the alter- 
ations in market values have not been numer- 
ous, and in most cases the changes have been 
unimportant. The Chemical Union still at- 
tracts the largest share of attention among 
people in that branch of business, and is of 
more or less interest to general dealers in 
drugs. It has been stated on what might be 
accepted as good authority, that the combina- 
tion has virtually been formed. The Union is 
completed, so tar as 1t may be completed, 
until the public has subscribed the balance of 
the capital that has not been provided by the 
manufactnrers. It is now pretty generally 
understood that the Rothschilds are back of 
the scheme, and will manage its finances. 
This is about as good as saying that the 
Union has been successfully floated. Pric s 
have been fixed on the basis of current values 
for the balance of the year, and at slightly 
higher rates for 1891. It is stated that the 
annual production of the Union will be limited 
to 180,000 tons of caustic soda, 150,000 tons of 
bleaching powder and 300,000 tons of other 
soda products. It is understood that negotia- 
tionsare still pending for the purchase of 
other works, but as the proprietors of these 
have already expressed their willingness to 
sell on satisfactory terms, no obstacle to se- 
curing them is anticipated. It is authorita- 
tively stated that the capital of the Union 
wili be £8,000,000. The principal mapufactu- 
rers and previous Owners of the more import- 
ant plants will constitute the Board of Di- 
rectors incopjunction with others who have 
been active in the work of organization and 
whose names are expected to add to the im- 
portance ard standing of the enterprise, 

Drugs and Chemicals.—The movement in all 
lines has been of moderate proportions. Prices 
throughout indicate fair degree of firmness, 


the tendency toward lower values being con- 
fined to a comparatively few lines. Citric 
acid is a trifie easier with sales at a shade 
under Is. 344d. Carbolic acid shows no fur- 
ther change. Oxalic acid is steady at 34@ 
3344. Colocynth apples have attracted more 
attention on Amerivan aceount and prices are 
a little better at is. 3d. for fair Turkey. Oan- 
ada balsam fir has declined slightly and Peru- 
vian balsam is jess of a speculative article and 
consequently a trifle easier, if anything. Co- 
paiba balsam is unchanged. Opium is with- 
out special interest, and the market has 
been very quiet. The arrivais of Salonica 
continue and are of fine quality. The 
bark auction on Tuesday went off at a slight 
advance, the average unit value being about 
134d. The offerings were very small consisting 
of 492 bales of Ceylon, 73 bales Bast India and 
642 bales of South American bark. The entire 
quantity of the first named was sold, while of 
the East Indian bark 53 bales were disposed of, 
and of the South American 303 bales, The 
average quality was poor. The com- 
petition was fairly active though several 
fnanufatturers putin no bids. Up to July 
17th the shipments of Ceylon bark since the 
beginning of the year, were 4,638,262 lbs, com- 
pared with 5,173,737 lbs in 1889 and 6,509,264 Ibs 
in 1888. Tbe next sale will occur on August 
26th and this will be followed by an auction in 
Amsterdam on the 28th. At the latter sale 
4,319 bales will be offered, 
are some very rich lots, some of them testing 
over 8°75% sulphate of quinine. The market 
for quinine was quiet during most of the 


week, but within a day or two a good | 


demand has sprung up and some 80,000 ounees 
German have been sold at 12%@13d for 
prompt delivery. November-December ahd 
February-March being the favorite months, 
Since then 13d has been bid and refused. 
Quicksilver has declined, and the market is 
dull. The chief importers now quote £10 4s, 
and seeond hand will actept £9 19s. Scam- 
mony root is cheaper, owing to accumulating 
supplies. For fair quality the nominal price 
is now 49s against 56s, the quotation a few 
weeks since. Jarge quantities of the resin 
have recently sold for American account at 
low figures, the. present quotation being 30s 
for virgin, though less might be accepted. 


Dyestuffs.—The indigo market has been 
quite active, the sales for the week aggrega- 
ting fully 500 chests Kast India at an atlvatice 
of about 8d on late auction rates, The ten- 
dency of the market is upward, owin to con- 
tinued unfavorable crop reports. Crop esti- 
mates are reduced, and the total outturn, it 
is said, will not exceed 110,000 maunds. The 
reported business of the week was partly 
speculative and was based on these advices. 
Gambier is weak and depressed with sales of 
good block on the spot down to 26s 6d. The 
tendency is downward. Cutch is steady but 
there is little doing. 


Spices.—The increasing business in cloves for 
forward delivery and the disputes arising from 
the atsence of definite rules governing this 
business, resulted in the calling of a meeting 
of the trade to see if something could not be 
done in the premises. The meeting resulted 
in the appointing of a committee to investi- 
gate the matter and draw up suitable resolu- 
tions to be submitted at a subsequent meet:- 
ing.

The Lard Bill in Congress. 


Following is a copy of the lard bill which 
was taken up in the House of Representatives 
for discussion, last week:— 

A bill (H. R. 11,568) defining “lard,” also im- 
posing @ tax upon and regulating the 
manufacture and sale, importation, and 
exportation of compound lard. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That for the pur- 
poses of this act the word “lard” shall be un- 
derstood to mean the food product usually 
known as lard, and which is made exclusively 
from the fresh fat of slaughtered swine. 

Sec. 2. That for the purpose of this act any 
article manufactured or compounded in imi- 
tation or seinblance of lard as defined in sec- 
tion 1 of this act, which shall be made of any 
ingredient or ingredients other than lard, or 
which shall be composed of any other ingredi- 
ent or ingredients in combination with lard, 
shall be known as “compound lard,” and it 
shall be unlawful to manufacture, sell, ex- 
port, orimport the same except in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act. 

SEc. 3. That before any person, firm, associ- 
ation, or corporation shall manufacture for 
sale within the jurisdiction of the United 
States any compound lard, as the same is de- 
fined in section 2 of this act, such person, 
firm, association, or corporatiun shall procure 
a license from the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, whois hereby authorized to issue 
the same and to make all necessary rules and 
regulations in that behalf. Such license will 
continue in force from the date thereof to the 
lst day of May following; but the said Com- 
missioner may revoke the same for any viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this act. Any 
person, firm, association, or corporation de- 

siring to manufacture compound lard for sale 
shall make application in writing tosaid Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, setting forth 
the name of the applicant, the place in which 
and at which the said compound is to be man- 
ufactured, and the names of all the ingredi-

But 
the bond required of such manufacture shall 
be with sureties satisfactory to the collector 
of internal revenue, and in a penal etm of not 
less than $5,000; and the sum of said bond may 
be increased from time to time, and additional 
sureties required, at the discretion of the col- 
lector, or under instructions of the Commit- 
sioner of Internal Revenue. And any whole 
gale dealer in compound lard shall keep such 
books and render such returns as the Commis 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the T:easury, may by feg 
ulation require.

Evils of the Opium Trade. 


Mr. Wm. W. Green in a communication to 
the London Commercial Record says that “the 
suppression of the opium trade was again 
pressed upon the English government by a 
deputation who waited upon the Secretary for 
State last week, again urging the stopping of 
the trade by closing licensed houses. 

“Each year this question is brought for- 
ward,” he continues “but I would specially 
point out to the influential body who signed 
the memorial to adupt the policy of the tem- 
perance party, viz., whilst Icsing no oppor- 
tunity of inducing the Government to sup- 
press licensed houses, keep hard at work in 
attacking the evil at its root. Look how the 
temperance party in Englana bave done mar- 
velluus good work in providing substitutes to 
take the place of intoxicating drinks, and yet 
the splendid substitute for opium, viz., quin- 
ine, has been comparatively neglected in at- 
tacking the use of the former evil drug.” 

“Ic is reported that 1,5(0,000 deaths take 
place annually throughout India from fe7er 
alone, causing a heavy demand for some drug 
to allay the feverish sufferings, and opium is 
freely resorted to in numberless cases, the use 
of the article being thus commenced. The 
fact of so many lives being lost each year by 
fever isa disgrace to civilisation, when it is 
well known that quinine is the finest antidote 
and almost invariable cure for fever and 
ague.”’ 

*A missionary recently home from India in- 
formed me that it is fearful to see the suffer- 
ings and fatal results from fever, and that he 
bad found his religious work considerably as- 
sisted by alleviating the Indians’ sufferings 
froma supply of quinine forwarded to his 
mission. Sometime since Mr. Fergu-on, ina 
letter to the Anti-Opium Society, described 
the prevalence of opium craving in many 
parts of the world being due toa low type of 
fever, especially in China. He considered the 
main cause of the craving arose from people 
living in low malariat localities, and suggested 
that quinine removes the craving and acts as 
a substitute. 

“Touching the opium question, an authority 
writing inthe year 1880 made the following 
statement: ‘From the vast tracts of country 
in China where rice 1s cultivated, fever is 
never absent, opium being employed as the 
medicine easiest to be had, and cheapest. He 
hoped if quinine became cheap enough to 
compete with opium, that it would produce a

two drugs. By this process a solution would 
be found for the dangers and uncertainties of 
the large opium revenues of India, and for 
the perplexing moral questions connectid 
with it.’ 

“At the time the above wes written (in 
1880), the price of qu'nine was practically pro- 
hibitive, viz., 1ls. to lls. 6d. per ounce, but to- 
day it can be freely purchased at Is. ld. per 
ounce for foreign brands, and Is. 6d. per ounce 
for English, being almost the very lowest 
prices ever known in the history of the art- 
icle. 

“It will be a bad day for opium, but a glori- 
ous day for the Chinese and the cause of 
Christianity, when the splendid tonic, qui- 
nine, is freely used in China. If every mis- 
sionary station throughout India and China 
were provided with a good supply of quinine, 
and endeavored to promote its use as a sub- 
stitute for opium, they would be engaged in 
a royal Christian work. I commend this mat- 
ter to the earnest attention of the Society for 
the Suppression of Opium.”

Johnstown as a Petroleum Field. 


Johnstown, Fulton county, N. Y., is a lively 
country town about four miles north of the 
Mohawk river and 40 miles west of Albany. 
A ram shackle railroad connects it, as well as 
Gloversville, with Fonda, the county seat of 
Montgomery, and its nearest shipping point 
on the New York Central railroad. Johns- 
town has long been noted the world over as 
the seat of the glove manufacturing industry 
of the United States. Whatever induced a 
man to believe that it might be made the 
center of a great and flourishing oil field it is 
impossible to find out. Butonly afew montis 
ago every newspaper was full of accourts:f 
an alleged oil strike in the immediate vicin- 
ity of this place, which was destined to be the 
forerunner of numerous other strikes and 
lead tothe development of an oil district, 
which at least would rival discoveries of a 
similar nature in the Keystone State. 

The cause of all this excitement at Jobns- 
town isa rash individual, a native of the 
town named Kennedy, who imbibed the idea 
that crude oil could be found in the rock 
foimation underlying this section of the 
country. Mr. Kennedy purchased afurm cf 
100 acres, erected a derrick and employed 
some ojl country people to drill a well. The 
published results were a surprise to all. Crude 
oil was found, or purported to be found, ata 
depth of less than 1,000 feet, and people 
flocked tosee the wonder from all parts of 
the compass. Oil men visited it from Penn- 
sylvania, and went away with bundles of 
leases. Every landowner labored under tre- 
mendous excitement by reason of the great 
things that were to follow the coming of 
these men. But the months rolled around, 
the excitement abated and the present as- 
pects of things are far from encouraging. 

The casual visitor tou the embryonic field 
finds little of interest. The first thing that 
strikes him isthe skeptical air of the people 
roundabouts. There was oil in the well, some 
of them are fully convinced, but at the same 
time they are eager to communicate the fact 
of their superior intelligence in refusing to 
believe that it was discovered there by tle 
agency of the drill. On the contrary they 
are very positive that the oil was taken there 
from some outside source. One story is to 
the effect that a wagon with 12 barrels of oil 
was taken tothe well at an unseemly hour. 
Another story narrates that the load con- 
sisted of eight barrels. Both narrators say 
they saw the oil that was taken to the well. 
But whether this be true or false, whether oil 
was taken tothe well or not, and whether 
there were 12 barrels of crude or eight, it is 
certain that Mr. Kennedy, the owner of the 
weil, whose money was invested in the vent- 
ure, bas profited nothing by this attempt 
upon the gullibility of the public, and the 
guileless innocence of the oil princes of Penn- 
sylvania. The public has resolutely refused 
to embark in the business of drilling wells in 
an unknown country, and as for the oil 
prince, he has not hesitated to fill bis pockets 
with leases, while at the same time his prom- 
izes in regard to an immediate booming of the 
drill were so chari!ly worded that they 


never materialized. The oil man has 
been willing to wait, uutil he could 
learn more. There isn’t a farmer 


within a dozen miles of the Kennedy derrick 
who hasn’t been visited by the persistent 
lease hunter. But, save for the efforts of a 
company of local capitalists, the Kennedy 
venture would have remained solitary and 
alone up to the present moment, A few ener- 
getic gentlemen, inspired by a sight of the 
crude that came from the Kennedy well, and 
by faith that it was the genuine product of 
the well and not an imported commodity, got 
together, subscribed some money and engaged 
a contractor from Warren, Pa., to sink a well. 

Upon a narrow and precipitous road leading 
from the track of the Fonda, Johnstown & 
Gloversville Railroad, familiarly known as the 
Huckleberry road, to the banks of the Caya- 
dutta creek, the now famous Kennedy well is 
located, A sign along the main thoroughfare, 
between Johnstown and Fonda, informs the 
traveler that this isthe read to the oil well, 
but at the well itself information is not so 
easily obtained. The wellis closely boarded 
up at all points and wears a forbidding 
air.

The rough stretch of country road past the 
Kennedy well continues on and across the 
Cayadutta, over a substantial iron bridge. 
Cayadutta Creek is a wide swift stream of 
dam water that pours over a bed of smooth, 
biack flag stone and empties into Mohawk, 
four miles below. A pretty water fall of 20 
feet, witha dam over 34 feet in height, im- 
mediately below the well, supplies the neces- 
sary power for the Johnstown Electrict Light 


Works. 


About 800 feet due north of the first well 
and on a high bank overlooking the creek is 
located Johnstown’s second attempt toward 
the discovery of petroleum. This well is being 
drilled by the Cayadutta Oil Company, com- 
posed of some thirty or more local capitalists. 
The drill was started on the 28th of May and 
continued without much interruption until 
Then a heavy vein of 
water was struck and the drillers started to 
pull the casing. During this ope:ation the 
crown pulley was broken and the top of the 
It is in this condition 
the well remains at present, shutdown and 
The men have returned to their 
homes in Pennsylvania, but the natives say 
they will come back and drill the well down 
2,000 feet. A depth cf 860 feet has already 
been reached, and from the samples scattered 
abvut the derrick, it is evident the drill has 
already encountered a fair quality of sand,

but this sand is as destitute of all traces of oil 
as if it came fresh from the bottom of the sea. 

Such are the features of the suppositious oil 
field at Johnstown in the month of August, 
1890. It is true that good, reliable, petroleum 
developments have been brought torth from 
a less promising beginning, but Johnstown 
will hardly proceed further in her search for 
crude wealth, and the outside capitalist will 
be slow to sink noney on the strength of any 
of the indications that eithcr of these two

The Petroleum Wells at North 
Findlay, 0. 


The following details of the striking of the 
big salt water well at Findlay are given in a 
special to the Toledo Commercial from Find- 
lay: 

The great excitement has subsided over the 
Harris, Davis & Wolf's well No. 1, on the 
Parks, Holsinker & Jauyne’s five-acre tract, 
situated on the west side of the Delaware 
addition to North Findlay and located on the 
southwest corner of the tract on the north- 
west quarter of the southeast quarter of s:c- 
tion 1, Findlay township. This well is about 
one-half mile west of North Main street and 
directly on the oil belt as far as developments 
show, Mainstreet is the dividing line between 
the gas and oil belts, the gas belt being to the 
east. This well is located about 1,000 feet due 
south of No. 1, on the same tract, which also 
started off at a wild rate, and is at the present 
time only producing about 35 bbis. per day. 
No. 2,on the same tract, is located midway 
batween Nos. 1 and 4, and only producing 35 
bbls. No. 3, which is 45C f.et northeast of No. 
4, was drilled in about four weeks ago and 
went wild at the penetrating of the oil rock, 
is not doing over 50 bbis. at the present 
writiog. The Ohio Oil Company has a well 
about 1,500 feet south of Harris’ No. 4, which 
is located on the Rosenthal tract, south of the 
Delaware addition, and is only producing 15 
bbls. per day. Well No. 4struck the Trenton 
atthe depth of 1,272 feet, and finished at the 
depth of 1,301, making the depth in sand of 27 
feet. Mr. O. C. Harris, of Harris, Davis & 
Wolf, was seen by the Commercial, and had 
the following to say concerning the phenome- 
nal gusher that so many people have gone 
wild over: “The Trenton rock on top was of 
a very hard and flinty kind, and at the depth

A plug is said to have been driven above 
the top of the oil sand, and the owner seems 
inno hurry to remove it. The farm house 
near the weil has been converted into a full- 
fledged hotel, where the curious pilgrim may 
secure more liquid refreshments than inform- 
ation.

Commercial Notes on Indian Drugs.

the drugs grow in which they deal, their mode 


of cultivation and preparation for the market, 
the seasons of their collection, &c. The com- 
mercial information contained in the “Phar- 


macographia Indica” must help, to some ex- 


tent, to fill up this gapin the information of 
many of those interested, and we would urge 
upon the authors of the work to add, if they 
can, still fuller details of commercial interest 
tothe yet unpublished parts of their work. 
The part now under our notice contains 
chapters on many important drugs well known 
in our markets, such as East Indian gum ara- 
bics, senna, tamarinds, Goa-powder, kusso, 
myrth, rose oil and rose water, &c. It des- 
cribes others less we)l known to European 
commerce—at least,in the open market—anda 
great many which, outside of India, are never 
met with exceptin museums. Of Indian gum 
arabics no less than twenty-three varieties are 
described and reduced to botanical classifica- 
tion. Nearly all of these appear in European 
trade at the present time, though often sev- 
eral are found almost inextricably mixed in 
the same “parcel.”” The wretched system of 
calling drugs merely by their port of ship- 
ment, color, or some corruption of a native 
trade-name, which has created so much con- 
fusion in the classification of cinchona (to 
mention only a single instance), is also respon- 
sible for much of the fogginess which at pre- 
sent surrounds our knowledge of the origin 
of East Indian gums. From a commercial 
point of view, gum arabic is quite as impor- 
tant an article as chinchona, and it is there- 
fore very desirable that the pharmacology of 
the commercial different varieties should be 
much more fully investigated; moreover, the 
task is one likely to be far more valuable to 
the investigator from a practical point of 
view than many abstruse researches intu the 
pharmacology cf drugs which are never likely 
to attain any commercial value. The twenty- 
five varieties of Indian gums described in the 
“Pharmacographia” comprise ten which are 
fully soluble in water, four which, though 
readily dissolving in water, form a turbid 
mucilage owing to the presence of insoluble 
substances, six incompletely soluble, and five 
which swell up into a gelatinous mass and are 
practically insoluble. Mr. J. G. Prebble, of 
Bombay, believes that there is every proba- 
bility that the Indian gum supplies will, in the 
near future, rival those of the Senegal district, 
owing to the increasing facilities of communi- 
cation between the interior of the country 
and the ports of shidment. The statement is

since they left the handsof the cultivator or 
We venture to say that few Europ- 
ean druggists could give an accurate descrip- 


also made—but we do not think it can be called 
accurate—that “the gum arabic of Bombay, 
known in European commerce as East India 
gum, is an imported article, and is brought 
from Aden and the Red Sea ports, no part of 
it being the produce of India.’ As a matter 
of fact, we think, most of the gum now ex- 
ported from Bombay is decidedly of Indian 
growth, Every gum dealer on our market 
knovs that certain varieties, such as the s0- 
called “Bombay-Aden” and others, are pro- 
duced in Africa, and merely re-shipped from 
Bombay. The Amrad, or Oomrawatti gum of 
the Bombay gum merchants, is said to be the 
produce of the Avacia aracica, and to be col- 
lected chiefly in the Berars and the Central 
Provinces. In connection with its partial 
insolubility attention is called to Mr. J. H. 
Maiden’s statement that kino, when freshly 
gathered, is quite soluble, but becomes black 
and insuluble upon exposure on the tree to 
sun andair. It would be interesting to dis- 
cover whether the same causes operate to 
render some of the Indian gum arabics partly 


insoluble, Oomrawatti, as many may 
know: is the name 0of the _ cen- 
tral town of the district where the 


gum is collected to which it gives its 
name. Amrad is believed to be a corruption 
of the Arabic word “Hamra’—red, and 
is applied, in India, to all dark-colored gums, 
no matter what their origin. ‘‘Ghati’’ is a Mar- 
athi word, indicative of anything derived 
from the Desh country. The Ghati gum of 
commerce is produced by the Anogeissus 
latifolia. It is originally colorless to amber- 
brown; but if kept through the monsoon 
season, it darkens and becomes cakey. It is 
claimed for Ghati gum thatif care were taken 
to import nothing but the finest pieces free 
from admixture, it would altogether super- 
sedethe Kordofan gum for pharmaceutical) 
purposes, the mucilage of perfectly pure fine 
Ghati being quite colorless and possessing 
double the viscosity of true Turkey gum. Of 
sennaitis said that the senna now largely 
cultivated in the neighborhood of Tinevelly, 
in southern India, is the Arabian senna (Cas- 
sia angustifolia, Vahl), which was originally 
introduced into Europe by the early Arab 
physicians. Bombay, we are further in- 
formed, besides receiving large quantities of 
the Tinevelly senna by coast steamer from 
Tuticorin, is also the chief depot for “Arabian 
senna, which is shipped from Mokha, Aden 
and other Red Sea ports, and is known in 
Europe as Bombay senna.” At present, cer- 
tainly, the variety here alluded to is no 
longer known as Bombay senna in this 
market. It is usually classed as Mecca scnna, 
although we need scarcely say that the fa- 
mous Moslem shrine has nothing whatever to 
do with the leaf. The Arabian senna, “Sona 
Hajazi,” is the produce of the uncultivated 
plant, carelessly collected by the Arabs, and 
much mixed with pods, flowers, and stem. 
“The natives consider the pods to be quite as 
efficacious as the leaves.” In this respect, 
certainly, we have learnt something from the 
natives lately, though it is only since the 
Newcastle conference the price of senna pods 
has risen above that of the leaf itself. Only a 
very few seasons ago the pods were despised 
by all true British druggists, and, behold, 
within a few short months, they have become 
a corner-stone of the tincture and extract 
makers. Tinnevelly senna 1s collected from 
June right up to December. In 1887-88 the 
exports from Tuticorin were no less than 
21,376 cwts. 

The word tamarind is derived from the 
Arabic “Tamar-Hind,” or Indian date, the 
fruit ceing introduced into Europe from that 
country by the Arabs. At present the most 
esteemed variety of East Indian tamarinds are 
the red ones from Guzerat, which are worth 
as much as 50 rs. per kandy, or about 10s. per 
cwt. The pulp is prepared for the market by 
removing the seeds and epicarp by hand, 
then mixing the pulpy portion with about 
lu per cent. of salt, and treading it 
into a mass with the naked feet. The best 
qualities are free from fiber and husk, the 
commonest contain both, as well as seed. The 
seeds, after the outer shel! is removed, are eat. 
en by the natives boiled or fried. Goa pow- 
der was, unti! 1864, known as a remedy only to 
the native Christians ot the Portugese posses - 
sion of Goa. In that year Mr. D. 8S. Kemp, of 
Bombay, first called attention to its medicinal 
value, but not until 1875 was the fact finally 
established that the Goa powder was identical 
with the araroba of the Brazilians. Now Goa 
powder is known as a ringworm remedy all 
over India, and one wholesale drug house in 
Bombay alone imports over a ton of it every 
year. It is sold under the names of arraro- 
vine, chrysarobine and Goa powder. 

The precise localities where the myrrh of 
commerce is produced, and the trees furnish- 
ing the drug have long been matters of doubt, 
though the island of Socotra ana the Samoli 
coast,“*the unknown horn of Africa,” as it has 
been aptly called, are koown to furnish the 
bulk of it. The Bombay myrrh dealers have 
branch establishments at Aden and Makalla, 
and their Aden agents also coliect a large 
quantity of myrrh at the annual fair of Berb- 
era, on the African coast. The myrrh, as it 
reaches Bombay, consists usually of four 
qualities mixed together—viz, fine round 
lumps of true myrrh,a large quantity of semi- 
transparent pieces of irregular shape, dark 
colored pieces mixed with bark and refuse, 
and an opaque gum resin, a kind of Bdellium’ 


In Bombay the myrrh is sorted, ang the 
qualities sent to Europe, while the ref 
goes to Unina to be used as an incenge -

Indian kino is produceg in 
the Western part of the Peninsula and in Cey- 
lon. Originally the drug used in Europe 
came from the West Coast of Africa ang 
Jamaica; early in the present Century the 
Australian kino made its appearance, ang thiy 
has been superseded in its turn by the Indian 
In the Canara district of Bombay kino jg eo):

The natives do not 
seem to employ it medicinally, but at the 
Bombay medical depot it is now used in the 
place of logwood. Three qualities are knuwn 
in the market -Singapuri, Dhunsari and (ey. 
lon, the last named being the most inferior, 
The city of Ghazipur, in Bengal, is well known 
as the Indian Kazanlik, the center of the roge 
industries. The principal product of this in- 
dustry isrose water, but although immense 
quantities of that article are manufactured jp 
India, they do not suffice for the demand, and 
another 20,000 to 30,000 gallons are imported 
into Bombay every year from the Persian 
Gulf. Otto of rose is made from the rose 
water incool weather, and by exposing the 
water to cold in shallow pans, whena thin 
film of otto forms upon the surface and ig re.

Researches on the most Volatile (on- 
stituents of Coal Tar. 


In their investigations of the most volatile 
portions of coal tar, authors have bitherto 
employed the runnings obtained by the distil- 
lation of benzene hydrocarbons which have 
been subjected to a preliminary treatment 
with acids and alkalies. On this account a 
number of substances present in the crude 
material have escaped identification owing to 
their removal by this treatment, whilst new 
bodies formed by the action of acids and alka- 
lies have been isolated which could not be de- 
tected in the raw material, and it is doubties 
ly owing to this circumstance that conflicting 
statements have been published regarding the 
presence or absence of a number of substances 
in the most volatile portions of coal tar. Toe 
author therefore thought it desirable to em- 
ploy unrefined benzine hydrocarbons for the 
purpose of this investigation, special atten- 
tion being also given to the quantitative de 
termination of the more important constitu- 
ents by simple and accurate methods, At 
first the portion of English 90 per cent. ben- 
zine boiling between 30° and 80° was used, of 
which about 1°5 per cent. was obtained. Sub- 
sequently the fractions boiling between 5®- 
60° and 60°—70° were chosen, the necessary 
material being obtained from Haussermant 
of the Griessheim Chemical Works, and the 
fractions being marked L land L2 respective 
ly. They form coloriess mobile strongly Te 
fractive liquids (assuming a yellow color 02 
standing), and possess a disagreeable pevetrat- 
ing odor which eauses headache and 
slight giddiness after prolonged inhalation. 
The taste is caustic. Blue litmus paper # 
turned red. They burn with a luminous 
smoky flame which gives off a disagreeable 
odor. All attempts to isolate the different 
constituents by fractional distillation were 
unsuccessful; thus the fraction L1 which gavé 
about 66 per cent. between 50° and 60° began 
to boil at 40°, and left a considerable residue 
boiling above 6°, and although after several 
fractionations it was possible to gradually 
concentrate the carbon disulphide in the por 
tion boiling below 50°, the results were by 00 
means satisfactory, as this end could only be 
achieved at the expense of the higher boilins 
portion. It would, in fact, seem as if it were 
not merely some peculiar property brought 
about by the process of fractional distillation 
which gives rise to this anomaly, but as if 
during the distillation the mixture suffered 
decomposition, forming new substances which 
considerably influence the boiling point. The 
author therefore tried the following metb- 
ods: He attempted to remove by some means 
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wn to be present and then 
yo ete ove substances, and in a second 
ries of experiments he made a number of 
aa to detect the presence or absence of cer- 
tain hydrocarbon series by means of well- 
known group reagents. 
1, Carbon disulphide was first obtained by 
Vincent and Delachanal from the low boiling 
rtions of unrefined benzine. Its presence 
completely masks the results obtained by 
fractional distillation, and as acids and alka- 
lies fail to remove it commercial benzines are 
aimost invariably contaminated therewitb. 
For the quantitative determination Hof- 
mann’s process was tried. This is based on 
the formation of a well crystallized red 
additive compound when carbon disulphide 
is brought in contact with triethylphosphine. 
The author used pure carbon disulphide boil- 
ing at 46°8°, but failed to obtain satisfactory 
results although he is unable to explain the 
cause of this, The numbers were invariably 
toolow. He then tried the xanthic acid reac- 
tion, For this purpose a measured quantity 
of carbon disulphide or liquid containing the 
jatter is added gradually to an alcoholic solu- 
tion of potash, when potassium xanthate is 
formed. The amount of the latter is then 
estimated as cupric xanthate by adding a 
decinormal solution of cupric sulphate until 
there is a slight excess of the copper salt 
which is ascertained by placing a drop of the 
solution from time to time on a double filter 
paper and testing the liquid on the lower 
paper with potassium ferrocyanide. One cc. 
of the copper solution is equal to 0°0152 grm. 
of CS;. The method gives good results. The 
following numbers were obtained :

The amount of potassium xanthate may 
also be estimated by means of a standard 
iodine solution. The author, however, found 
that with pure carbon disulphide the results 
were about 2°5 per cent, toolow. In order to 
remove the carbon disulphide the following 
method was adopte : From 1,000 to 1,200 gms. 
of first runnings are placed in a flask and 
treated with from5 to6 times the weight of 
alcohol, the flask and contents beiag kept in 
acooling mixture to prevent loss by evapor- 
ation. A constant stream of dry ammonia is 
then introduced through a wide glass tube 
until the separation of solid xanthate is com- 
plete, when the mixture is filtered rapidly 
through a cotton filter, the filtrate being col- 
lected in a separating funnel. The lower 
layer contains the alcohol, some water and a 
emall gmount of hydrocarbons in solution. 
In order to separate the latter the mixture is 
diluted with water, the product thus obtain- 
ed is then added to the upper layer and the 
whole subjected to another treatment with 
alcohol and ammonia. It is advisable co re- 
peat this operation a third time in order to 
ensure the complete removal of all sulphur 
compounds. The bydrocarbon liquid is then 
washed thoroughly with water and dehy- 
drated with calcium chloride. The removal 
of carbon disulphide reduces the specific 
gravity considerably; thus in the case of frac- 
tion L 1 it sell from 0°8148 to 0°7401. 

2. Nitriles and Isonitriles.—Vincent and 
Delachanal found acetonitrile in light ben- 
zene to the extent of from 50 to 70 per cent. 
Noetling detected the presence of an isoni- 
trile, and showed that in spite of the small 
proportion of poisonous ingredients found in 
the first distillate from benzene, the working 
of light benzenes on a large scale may under 
certain conditions produce poisonous efiects, 
He quoted a fatal case which occurred 
at a factory in Thann, where a work- 
man having inhaled the vapor of 
isonitrile died from its effects. For the quan- 
titative estimation of nitriles the author used 
the following method: A measured quantity 
of light benzine was boiled in a flask provided 
witha reflux condenser for 12 to 15 bours, 
with half its weight of concentrated hydro- 
chloric acid. The brown mass thus obtained 
was evaporated to dryness, extrac ed with 
hot water, the solution filtered off, again 
treated with hydrochloric acid, evaporated 
and extracted with water. The operation 
was repeated until the residue was colored 
only slightly yellow. It was then dissolved, 
treated with hydrochloric acid, evaporated to 
dryness in a tared dish, dried at 100° and 
weighed. The following results were ob- 
tained:

8. Aldehydes and Ketones.—From the cir- 
cumstance that aqueous solutions extracted 
from light benzene reduce ammoniacal silver 
solutions, the author concludes that aldehydes 
are contained in the first runniags from ben- 
zene, Hetreateda large quantity of frac- 
tion L1 with sodium pbisulphite, but obtained 
Only about 1 per cent, of extract, and was, 
therefore, unable to examine the mixture of 
aldehydes and ketones more closely. He, 
however, detected the presence of acetone by 
the characteristic odor, the formation of iodo- 
form and the indigo reaction with orthoditro- 
benzaldehyde and sodium hydroxide. Ac- 
cording to Michael a bright yellow resinous 
Substance is obtained on boiling aldehyde 
With an alcoholic solution of resorcinol and a 


minute quantity of hydrochloric acid (see this 
Journal, 1884, 253). The author has obtained a 
similar product by applying the same reaction 
to light benzene. 

4, Ethyl Alcohol.—The author has not been 
able to isolate this product from any of the 
fractions obtained by the distillation of light 
benzine. He, however, obtained a faint reac- 
tion for ethyl alcohol from a sample which 
had been in contact with water for a fort- 
night, and concludes from this result that 
light benzine contains an ethyl compound 
which is gradually decomposed by water with 
formation of ethy] alcohol. 

5. Phenols.—The examination for phenols 
was conducted in the following manner: 
After treatment with hydrochloric acid the 
light benzene was shaken up with dilute soda 
lye. Thealkaline extract was then acidified 
with sulphuric acid and distilled with steam or 
extracted with ether. In both cases a pro- 
duct having a tarry odor was obtained, but 
the quantity was too small to admit of fur- 
ther investigation. 

6. Mercaptans.—To detect the presence of 
these compounds in light benzene the differ- 
ent fractions were heated with mercuric 
oxide and alcohol, and in a second series of 
trials they were added to an alcoholic solution 
of mercuric chloride. The presence of mer- 
captans could not, however, be established 
with certainty, as only a slight turbidity was 
obtained. 

6. Detection of Bodies belonging to the 
Pyrrol-, Thiophen-, and Furfuran Series, also 
of hydrocarbons of the Benzene Series.—The 
vapor from feaction L 1 imparts a greenish 
color to pine shavings moistened with bydro- 
chloric acid. The reaction with the phenan- 
thraquinone and with isatin and concentrated 
sulphuric acid gave no coloration, so that it 
may be inferred with certainty that no 
closed chain compounds of the pyrrol, fur- 
faran, or thiophen series are present. It was 
not possible to separate aromatic hydrocar- 
bons by treatment with a concentrated solu- 
tion of picric acid, although benzene was 
found inthe residue obtained by fractional 
distillation. 

8. Unsaturated Compounds —The different 
fractions from the distillation of light ben- 
zene absorb bromine very eagerly, aud form 
additive as well as substitution compounds, 
The group of unsaturated compounds in- 
cludes derivatives of acetylene, the author 
having found that on adding an ammoniacal 
solution of cuprous chloride to light benzene 
and allowing the mixture t1 stand, a red- 
brown precipitate is obtained.—Dingl. Polyt, 
Jour. 





























































Commercial Fertilizers. 


REPORT OF KENTUCKY AGRICULTURAL EXPER- 
IMENT STATION, 

Phosphoric Acid.—Next in importance to 
nitrogen asa plant food comes phosphoric 
acid, This acid usually combines in the soil 
with lime, magnesia and iron. In these forms 
itis insoluble in water, so that practically 
there is no loss by drainage. The source of 
loss is that carried off by the crops. The loss 
can be supplied only by the use of fertilizers. 
Phosphate of lime is the general source of 
phosphoric acid in fertilizers. There are many 
sources from which the phosphoric acid is ob- 
tained for commercial ferti!:zers, such as: 

1. Bone meal. 

2. Bone ash. 

3. Bone black. 

4, Superphosphate of lime, or acid phos- 
phate. 

5. Phosphate rock. 

6, Thomas slag and guano. 

1. Bone Meal.—Bone meal is valuable not 
only for the phosphoric acid which 
it contains, but also for its nitrogen. 
“Bones are composed of two distinct sub- 
stances which interpenetrate one another.” 
There is, as it were, a skeleton ot eartby 
matter, which is called phosphate of lime or 
bone phosphate, and a fiesh of organic mat- 
ter, which is called ossein. Ossein 1s a highly 
nitrogenized substance, 

The fineness to which bones are ground is 
an important consideration as_ to their value. 
The finer the meal, so mucb ‘more readily will 
it putrify and dissolve in the soil, and so 
much sooner will the crops be fed. There is 
some difficulty in grinding fresh raw bones. 
To obviate this difficulty they are generally 
steamed, or carried through some process 
whereby the fat is extracted. Steamed or 
desiccated bones, if not very strongly steamed, 
are better for fertilizers than raw bones. This 
iscontrary to the general belief, but raw 
bones contain the fat, which is not only use- 
less to the plant, but adds weight and 
clogs the meal, and hinders decomposition 
of the bone in the soil. Of course 
the steaming process must not be car- 
ried on to such an extent as to extract the ni. 
trogenous portion of the bone. It is true that 
some of the nitrogen is lost, nevertheless the 
meal from steamed bone has proved itself to 
be better than from ordinary raw bone. 

Bone ash is sometimes used as a fertilizer. 
It is generally used to make other forms of 
phosphates, such as superphosphates. 

2. Bone Black.—The spent black from sugar 
refineries is sold to manufacturers of fertiliz- 
ers. When bones are heated in iron cylinders, 
into which air is not allowed to enter, gas, 
water, Oily matters, and other products are 


driven off, while bone charcoal is left in the 


cylinders. This product is used to take the 
color out of raw sugars. After a time it be- 
comes worthless for this purpose, when it is 
sold for fertilizing purposes, as all the lime 
phosphate still remains. The decomposition 
of bone black in the soil goes on slowly, and 
therefore it isnot generally applied as such, 
but after treatment with sulphuric acid. 


tite, Etc.—These mineral sources of phos- 
phates are with great difficulty decomposed 
in the soil, and so slowly that in general it 
does not pay to put these ground rocks un the 
soil before putting them through a process 
which will make the most of the phosphoric 
acid readily available to the plant. This leads 
us to the consideration of: 


various phosphates more rapid in their action 
they are treated with sulphuric acid, com- 
monly called oil of vitriol. 
converts the insoluble phosphate into a solu- 
ble phosphate of lime called superphosphate 
of lime, sulphate of lime or gypsum being 
formed at the same time. 


phosphates are treated with sulphuric acid in 
sufficient quantity, the

superposphate is applied to the soil, the phos-

it has gone back to a form insoluble 
in water. This reverting of the phosphoric 
acid does not materially change its value asa 
fertilizer, for experiments have shown that 
plants can take up the phosphoric acid in this 
state as readily asin the soluble form. When 
the sulphuric acid is added in sufficient quan- 
tities to dissolve all the phosphates, some of 
the phospboric acid remains in the insoluble 
form. This insoluble phosphoric ucid is not 
as available to the plant, and it is much cheap- 
er in the markets. In making an analysis of a 
fertilizer, therefore, we separate the phos- 
phoric acid into three divisions of suluble, re- 
verted and insoluble phosphoric acid, giving 
to each its value.

Primarily the plents obtain potash from the 
decompusition of minerals or rocks contain- 
ing potash. Thus feldspar contains from 10 to 
16 per cent, of potash. It is potash combined 
with silica and alumina. As such it is insolu- 
ble and not available to the plant. Inthe 
decompositivn of this rock clay is formed and 
a soluble potash salt, which then. becomes 
available. This decomposition goes on 


gradually, and thus in most clay 
soils available potash salts are being 
continually liberated for the use of 


the plant. Stirring the soil accelerates this 
decomposition, snd the presence of lime or 
gypsum increases decomposition. In such 
soils therefore. the application of lime has 
another use’besides that of plant food. 

Plants vary largely as to the amount of 
potasn they require. For example, an acre of 
wheat yielding 20 bushels require about 28 
pounds of potash; while an average crop of 
potatoes requires 100 pounds of potash per 
acre,and an acre of tobacco yielding 3,800 
pounds of leaves and stalks assimilates over 
200 pounds of potash. It is evident, there- 
fore, that the continual cropping of soils with 
potatoes or tobacco will in time exhaust the 
potash supply. Light and sandy soils require 
this element ‘from the start. 

The sources of potash, es generally foundin 
fertilizers are: 

1. Sulphate of potash. 

2. Muriate of potash. 

3. Kainit and sylvanite. 

4. Cotton seed hull ashes. 

5. Wood ashes. 

6. More rarely the nitrate of soda. 

The sulphate and muriate of potash, and 
kainit and sylvanite are imported from Ger- 
many, where they are mined in great abun- 


dance. 
DIFFERENT FORMS OF FERTILIZERS, 


Usually commercial fertilizers contain two 
or all of the essential ingredients; viz., nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash, but some- 
times only one. Plain superphosphates con- 
tain ouly phosphoric acid. Ammoniated 
superphosphates contain nitrogen and phos- 
phoric acid. Bone contains and is valuable 
for its nit®®gen and phosphoric acid. Potash 
salts, of course, are valuable for their potash 
only. A complete fertilizer is one containing 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash.

As to why it 
should be offered at uhe prices quoted (and not 
denied), there seems to be no particular de= 
sire to offer a clear explanation. Perhaps it is 
that the “effete east” may not forget that the 
“rowdy west” is still in the ring. 


Crushers speak hopefully as to the coming 


fall trade. There are jobbers, however who 
rather incline to the opinion that the pros- 
pective “carpenters’ strike,” which bids fair 
to be inaugurated about the first of the com- 
ing month, can hardly fail to interfere with 
building and thus act directly as a check upon 
the consumption of oil. If this latter view of 
the future situation be correct, it might be an 
interesting question, what influence woulda 
decrease in demand have upon any prospec- 
tive war of prices between the combination 
and the independents, assuming that sucha 
conflict is among the probabilities of the fu- 
ture. 


At present everything is serenely quiet. 


There are those who profess to believe that 
such serenity ia merely the lull which preceaes 
an electric storm; while, on the other hand, 
the impassive countenances and imperturba- 
ble demeanor of toe men who at present vir- 
tually control the Western market would 
seem to indicate a confidence that the coming 
“unpleasantness” is not destined to be “much 
ofashower” after all. Meanwhile the possi- 
ble contestants content themselves with glar- 
ing at each other like “Kilkenny cats,” and 
guarding each side its own secrets with jeal- 
ous care. 


The editorial in last week’s issue of the Rr- 
PORTER entitled, “Linseed Oil Probabilities,” 
has been carefully read here, and has attracted 


some comment. Members of the combination 


point out that one of the salient points of dif- 
ference between that concern and the crush- 


ers of cotton seed is to be found in the matter 


of the declaration of dividends. There can be 
no question that the seed market not only 
will be, but has already become the first point 
of attack by one of the warriag factions. 
Hitherto, however, the bear movement has 
not proved a pronounced success. The squeeze 
in the New York money market, it was 
thought, was likely to have the effect of de- 
pressing sced, yet on the very day when money 
was highest, flax advanced three cents. Nat- 
urally, this operated to the advuntage of the 
producers, who would ordinarily have been 
supposed to suffer most from “tight money." 
The truth is that the Chicago fiuxseed 
market, within the memory of the oldest oper- 
ator, has been an anomaly in this (as well as 
in nearly every other) regard; a rise in the 
money market having been usually followed 
by a diametrically opposite effect from that 
which casual observers would have supposed 
to ensue. 

Apropos of this general subject, mention 
may be made of renewed offerings of cheap 
oil. Circulars are being scattered broadcast 
among city jobbers offering oil at 56c for spot, 
September, or October delivery. They pur- 
port to emanate froma concern not far dis- 
tant from the great American cataract. (Of 
such Western points as Cleveland, Toledo and 
Racine, we just now hear nothing.) So far as 
can be learned the suggestions have nct been 
received with special favor by loval dealers, 
some of whom question—althuugh for what 
reason they do not care to say-—the good faith 
underlying the offer. 

The cake market is improving, not only as 
regards foreign inquiry, but also in respect 
of domestic demand. Thelatter circumstance 
—i. e., an increased home cousumption is un- 
doubtedly attributable to the high price of 
corn, which necessitates the use c.f some sub- 
titute for stall-feeding. Foreign buyers 
manifest considerable anxiety to purchase. 
The reports of the condition of natural feed 
in England are conflicting, yet brokers are de- 
manding, and purchasers seem willing to pay, 
materially higher prices. The former quote 
to-day’s market at $22 50@23, and it is chimed 
that sales have been made during the past six 
days at very nearly the outside figures named, 
The outputof the Western mills for August 
is reported as all sold, and the only transac- 
‘tioas for export are confined to September 
delivery, in which there has been a fair busi- 
ness done.

PAINTS. 

| Business in the paint market during the 
( past week has been extremely brisk. Jobbers 
report no change in prices, notwithstanding 
the assertion of drug houses that blues have 
1 appreciated in price in consequence of the rise 
in prussiate of potash. The paint market, 
considered from a practical standpoint, con- 
trasts favorably, in respect of demand, with 
that of the same month of 1889. 

It is altogether too early to hazard predic- 
tions as to the future, yet it is not too much 
to say that the local trade is decidedly hope- 
ful as to the future. 

DRUGS. 

The past week has been one of decided 
activity in the drug market, whether the 
comparison be drawn between it and the week 
immediately preceding or between it and the 
corresponding week of last year. Opium is 
unaltered as regards both the gum and the 
powdered drug. 

Quinine has appreciated, as had been ex- 
pected. The average price (wholesale) to-day 
may be said to be 294gc in 100 ounces, and 30c 
for 50 ounces and 25 ounces. Smaller quanti- 
ties are proportionately higher, 5 ounces be- 
ing quotable at 32c. 

The general list continues firm and changes 
in quotations are mainly confined to articles 
of minor importance. An advance of about 
25% in cadmium is to be noted, the metal job- 
bing to-day at $150 per pound. Nitrate of 
silver has witnessed another advance. <A 
leading American house huving taken the in- 
itiative, other concerns have followed suit. A 
| fancy brand is quoted here to-day, in a job- 

bing way, at $1275 in pounds, with smaller 

quantities proportionately higher, and other 
makes held at corresponding figures. Manu- 
factures of rock candy have advanced prices 
for all colors. Jobbers of drugs have antici- 
pated jobbers of paints in raising the price of 
all blue pigments, justifying the advance by 
the appreciation in the price of prussiate of 
potash. An average advance of five per cent. 
may also be recorded as to all English and 
French specialties. Another rise in cuttle 
bone has occurred. If reports are well. 
founded, Westera jobbers are a unit as to this

commodity. It is quoted, by the case, at 3lc: 
in 10 pound lots, at 350: in quantities of 5 
pounds at 36c, and in smaller lots at 37c. 


THE MEETING OF WINDOW GLASS MAKERS, 


The window glass makers of the country as- 
sembled in convention at the Auditorium 
building during the past week. There was 
present a representation from all the promin- 
ent glass interests of the country. T. F. Hart, 
of Muncie, filled the chair of the presiding 
officer, while Wm. Loeffler served as secretary. 
One of the first subjects to interest members 
was the statement of Mr. Loeffler that the re- 
ports of stocks on hand indicated a supply 
which, though presumably nominal, inno way 
exceeded the visible supply of the same period 
of 1889. The chairman ot the committee on 
building submitted a report to the effect that 
fully one-half more building was contem- 
plated this year than last. He thought that 
the iaterference with building operations re- 
sulting from threatened labor troubles was 
likely to be trifling. He thought that a nom 
‘nal increase in the amount of building might 
be anticipated. There was an _ evident 
disagreement between those in attend- 
ance as to the proper date for the resumption 
of manufacture. Some of the factories rep- 
resented—notably these recently started 
within the limits of the Western gas belt— 
favored lighting fires on September1. The 
more conservative minded suggested October 
1. In support of their position, the latter 
argued that if the factories were earlier 
opened the inevitable result would be an over- 
stocked market, the legitimate consequence 
of which would be a decline in market quota- 
tions. As a compromise it was agreed to light 
the fires on September 15. The convention, by 
resolution, adopted the existing price list, 
after which an adjournment was had. Local 
jobbers generally indorse the action of the 
body. A fire brand was introduced by the 
suggestion of a discussion of the tariff. The 
general sentiment was evidently in favor of 
the maintenance of existing duties,and a dele- 
gate from Pittsburg, Mr. Joseph Abel, voiced 
the opinion of those present in a speech which

A Torpedo Shooter’s Story. 

Not every day does one meet with a man 
who has been blown seventy-five feet through 
the air and lived to tell of it, but such a man 
is John McCleary, who lives in a comfortable 
home in Greenpoint with his wife and two 
children, and drives a custom house truck 
down town fora living. He was at lunch 
near by when one of the steam-heating explo- 
sions at the corner of Broadway and Fulton 
street took place, and so was a reporter. The 
atmosphere was cenducive to explosive story 
telling, and McCleary told of his experience to 
an interested group, and produced a number 
of newspaper clippings to verify the extraor- 
dinary occurrence. One of them called Mc- 
Cleary the hero of the nitro-glycerine explo- 
sion at Haymaker, Pa.,in 1880, and said that 
every stitch of clothes had been stripped from 
his body during his flight of seventy-five feet 
through the air. 

McCleary explained that he was what is 
known asa torpedo shooter. In describing 
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his sensations he said: ‘When the explosion 
took place I was probably twenty feet from 
the stuff. I saw a blinding flash as if the 


world had suddenly taken fire. I knew that I 
made an attempt to run from the derrick. I 
felt that [had maybea minute to live, and I 
remember resolving to occupy that minute in 
running. All at once it seemed to me as 
though in the attempt I had taken a fearful 
leap, and that I was going down—down ag one 
in a dream. I knew intuitively that the explo- 
sion had taken place, but I had not heard the 
report, strange to say. Everything looked 
blue, and I began to wonder if the explosion 
had killed me and if I was dead. I calculated 
how many others were dead. I could hear 
their widows crying and I witnessed their 
funerals. I suppose it took me ten seconds 
to be thrown to where I was found, but it 
seemed to be ten yaars, and I had time to 
think of a thousand different things. 


“Finally I lost consciousness, and that was 
when I struck the ground, I suppose. I was 
badly broken up, and finally gave up ‘shoot- 
ing’ wells for good and came to New York. 
No, now that I realize the great risk, the haz. 
ardous life, the almost daily danger of death 
I would not go back to it again fora farm.”—

Foreign 
bvyers ure no doubt influenced to take 
prompt action by the course of the olive oil 
market, which is tending higher, and the 
prospect of better figures being asked for 
cotton oil in October or earlier. Readers are 
referred to our correspondence column for 
additional information on cotton oil matters, 
especially in the South. A communi- 
cation received to-day from Texas says:

There will also be cousiderable seed held back 
for feeding purpose on account of the poor 
corncrop. The prices for seed are about $3 
Perton less than these ruling last year or 
about $12 50 at the mills or $6 in the interior. 
As yet the receipts are very light and conse- 
quent)y there is no competition.” Our Mem- 
phis correspondent says that the oil market is 
quiet, with buyers and sellers apart in their 
views. Sz2ed is quoted at $10 by river and $11 
per ton by rail. Our New Orleans correspon- 
dent wires us to-night tbat business is re- 
tarded by the lack of supplies.

The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to 3,672, 
bbis, against 2,312,000 bbis during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 7,188,000 bbls, against 5,856,000 
bbis for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Wednesday 
when 9ic was reached.

The Tremont Company well on the Allen 
farm, near Zelienople, has inéreased its pro- 
duction from 80 to 10U barrels per day. It re- 
quired consideravie time to make the pipe- 
line connection after the well was completed, 
and during all this time the hole was standing 
full of salt water, which drove back the oil. 
It is possible that the well will do better still 
when the salt water is still further reduced, 
This well is five miles west of the hundred- 
foot fleld, and opens up a wide scope of terri- 
tory in the Connuguenne:sing valley.

There have been two wells drilled in 
front of this well to the southwest that 
showed considerable oil, but deeper drilling 
in these wells got so much sajt water that 
they could not be worked profitably and 
were abandoned. On the east and southeast, 
and to the southwest and west of this well, at 
short distances, there have been five dry holes 
driljed, and also back east and northeast, be- 
tween this and hundred-foot on Big and Little 
Connoquenessing, several dry holes have been 
struck, that seem to cut this off from the 
other hundred-foot oil. “

The continued upward movement in silver 
yalues is having more and more effect upon 
prices for those commodities which either are 
the direct products of the counties whose 
currency is based on silver, or are manufac- 
tured from crude material obtained in such 
countries. The more decided the tendency to 
advance the greater the interest manitested 
by buyers, and the more disposition there is to 
operate in such goods in a speculative way. 
The improvement in the articles affected by 
the rise in silver is reflected to some extent by 
other commodities that are generally attract- 
tiveto speculative operators. Consequently 
the market presents a more animated appear- 
ance than it has shown for many weeks past. 
At the same time the fact cannot be disguised 
that very many articles on the list are dull 
and neglected, and the improvement that has 
peen gradually teking sbape during the past 
week or two cannot by any means be said to’e 
general. In several lines the upward movement 
which is noted in the appended itemized report 
isnot remotely connected with the advance 
in the cost of silver, Many opportunities are 
offered speculative investors but the strin- 
gency in the money market prevents any- 
thing like the activity that might result from 
present conditions if money was not so tight, 
Avery satisfactory feature of the situation is 
that the consuming demand shows week by 
week increasing volume and seems to bear out 
the oft repeated statement that stocks 
in consumers hands are low. On 
the whole, a generally firm feeling, in 
some cases actual buoyancy, prevails, and 
changes in a downward direction are com- 
paratively few. The more important tluctu- 
ations in market values are indicated in the 
appended columns:

Opium. 

The market for opium remains very quiet 
and the only business we hear of is entirely of 
ofa hand to mouth character to satisfy actual 
requirements of consumers. Although there 
bas been no quotable change in prices the 
market is, if uny thing,a shade easier. The 
Smyrna market is reported firmer by cable, 
owing to the appearance, in that market, of 
the Dutch East India Company as buyers. 
How much the Dutch company has purchased 
isnot made public, but it is early yet and they 
hav., probably, not taken much stock. Infor- 
mation regarding the yield from the new crop 
ismeager. There is nothing to confirm the 
estimates of a small yield, but at the same 
time there is nothing toshow that the outturn 
is proving to be greater than expected. There 
is absolutely no speculatiye interest shown 
here or in London and as consumers are, 
as above stated, taking no more than enough 
for current use, there is nothing in the posi- 
tion to give tone to market. 


Quinine. 

During the past week the market for quin- 
ine has been somewhat excited and an active 
speculative demand has been developed. The 
improvement was due in the first instance to 
reports of an active and rising market in Lon- 
don, and has been helped materially by the 
increasing evidences of strength in the bark 
iituation. The fact that the agents of several 
of the foreign makers withdrew from the 
market early in the week pending the result 
of the bark auctions, which were advertised to 
take place in London to-day and in Amster- 
dam next Thursday, added greatly to the con- 
fidence of the operators. The buying began 
at about 25c (some reports say 24}4c) and con- 
tinued until 28}4c was reached, the latter price 
being paid to-day after the London bark sale 
for 10,000 ounces B. &S. It is impossible to 
get at the exact quantity of qninine that has 
changed hands within the week, but the lowest 
‘timate is 150,000 ounces snd the highest 175,000 
04, The bulk of the stock was sold for for- 
Ward delivery and included all the foreign 
brands, B& SandG & 8 appearing to be the 
favorites. It had been gererally expected 
that the Lendon bark auction would show an 
advance and according to some cables the be- 
lief was not misplaced. Oneof the first cable 
Teports stated that the sale went off at an ad- 
Vance of 5@10%, but a subsequent despatch was 
‘o the effect that the market was firm at full 
previous prices. The quantities offered con- 
fisted of 1,946 bales East Indian and Ceylon 
; Kand 818 bales of South American. Of the

Alcohol is firm and unchanged. Dealers re- 
port an active demand, but no speculative in- 
terest is manifested. The quotations remain 

$2 20@2 22, less a rebate of 5c per gallon, pay- 
able at the end of six months. 

Borax is without further change, but the 
market is firm. We find only a moderate job- 
bing demand, which is being supplied at 
8%@9c for California refined, and 94@9%c for 
city as to quantity. Powdered is quoted at 
the same prices as lump. 

Carbolic acid is steady, but only a moderate 
demand is reported. We quote 22@23c in 
drums and 28@30c in pound bottles. 

Citric acid, although reported higher by 
cable, is lower here, the domestic manufac- 
turers having reduced their quotations to 
40Kc in kegs and 40c in barrels. There is very 
little English stock to be had, and prices are 
entirely nominal. A good demand is reported. 

Cedliver oil is firmer on the other side, but 
supplus stocks and alack of important de- 
mand keep prices low here. We, therefore, 
make no change in our quotations. 

Chlorate of potash is still quoted at 14@14}4c 
on the spot, but the feeling is not so firm as 
the interest among buyers seems to have sub- 
sided. For arrival we hear that stock has 
been offered at 13}¢c.

Cascara sagrada remains very quiet, There 
have been several export inquires which, how- 
ever, have not resulted in business, as the bids 
were too iow. The bulk of the European 
trade now secoms to be done direct with 
San Francisco. European buyers are not 
in immediate need of supplies, and as 
they can make better terms by buving on 
the coast for sail shipment, they feel that they 
can afford to wait the long time it takes to get 
stock in that way. California holders are in- 
different sellers, and the larger operators are 
not disposed to accept the prices offered by 
Eastern buyers. Some outside holders on the 
coast solicit bids, but make no counter offers. 
Nominally the price delivered in New York is 
about 7c. 

Soap bark is not in much demand, and prices 
are more or less nominal at 5@5}<c for whole 
and 6c for crushed. The lots recently to hand 
were mostly sold for arrival, and have no 
effect upon the market. 

Other barks present no new features of in- 
terest. 

Essential Olls. 

Anise oil is reported to be advancing abroad 
owing to the rise in silver. Large speculative 
transactions have taken place since our last, 
but the particulars have not transpired fur- 
ther than that $156744 was paid fur stock to 
arrive and $1 55@1 60 on thespot. There has 
as yet been no quotable change in spot prices, 
but the feeling is firmer. 

Cassia oil is also tending upward under the 
same influences that affect anise oil. No 
quotable change in prices has occurred and 
we find no material improvement in the de- 
mand. 

The Messina essences have undergone no 
further change. They are all in good demand 
and are firmly held. 

Peppermint Oi] in bulk has been in active 
request and insympathy with advices from 
the interior the feeling is firmer. We note 
sales of 2,000 lbs at $2 10@2 20 for Wayne county 
Late reports from 
the West aretothe effect that the crop will 
not turn out more than one-third of the quan- 
tity made last year,the yield being smaller 
than for the lastten years, Advices from 
Wayne county are equaily strong. The quan- 
tity of oil carried overin the country is said 
to be unusually light. Case oil has been the 
subject of speculative attention of late. A 
large business aggregating 200 cases has been 
done at $2:4244@2.55. The market has been 
cleared of the cheap offerings, heretofore 
noted, and closes very firm with nothing to be 
had below $2 57. 

Sassafras oil is firm at the late advance, but 
there is not much selling, and no speculative 
interest is maintained. 

Spearmint and wormwood oils are firm but 
quiet, The crop, it is said, will be short and 
higher prices are expected.

There area number of 
export orders here tbat cannot be filled. The 
last sales, made several weeks ago, were at 20c. 

Senega root is much firmer. It is reported 
that a considerable quantity of stock was sold 
short some time ago and that the sellers are 
now trying to cover but without suc- 
cess. During the week there have been sales 
or 10,000 Ibs or more at SM@36c and 
at the close 36@3ic was quoted. The demand 
continues active, but there seems to be little 
available stock asthe bulk of the supply is in 
the hands of one holder in the Northwest, who 
is an indifferent seller. His stock is said to be 
large, but heis able, according to report, to 
hold it for a further rise, 


Sarsaparilia, both Honduras and Mexi- 
can, is in good demand. All the cheap 
export grades of the former have been bought 
up during the week and the market has ad- 
vanced, the range as to brand, quantity and 
quality now being 32@4%c.

Shellac. 

With a continued good demand from con- 
sumersand strong advices from the other side 
the market for shellac hasa decided upward 
tendency. There is nothing offered from Cal- 
cutta except at prices buyers here cannot 
touch, and London is reported by cable to be 
active and advancing. The reported sales 
for the week aggregate 600 cases at 
full prices. There is no speculative de- 
mand, but the buying has been done chiefly 
by dealers to replenish stocks, as they can 
buy here cheaper, at present, than abroad, 
The business was principally in T N and gar- 
net, the higher grades so far having attracted 
little attention. The supply of garnet on the 
spot is about exhausted, we are informed, and 
what isto come on the market will, it is ex- 
pected, be out of condition. DC is scarce on 
on the spot, the supply, according to report, 
being scarcely sufficient to meet the needs of 
consumption uotil new stock arrives. Alj- 
though the quotation of 30c is made we undei- 
stand that 30}¢c was to-day refused for a con- 
siderable quantity. Button lac is also reported 
to be in very small supply on the spot and 
prices come higher from the other side. Dealers 
are unwilling sellers of any gradein a large 
way and although there is considerable in- 
quiry for 100 case lots and over, few such 
quantities change ownership. The recent 
arrival by the Hisperia has had no effect upon 
the market as the stock is being distributed 
among dealers and consumers, and the unsold 
portion is held with confidence. The improve- 
ment in the market is the result of two 
causes—-reduced production, owing to the 
scarcity of stic lac, and the effact 
upon exchange of the large rise in 
silver values.

Iceland Moss. 


Tceland moss contains lichestearic and cet- 
raric acids, The former, according to Hilger 
and Buchner, can be extracted with petro- 
leum spirit. It forms a voluminous crystal- 
line mass melting at 120°, insoluble in water. 
The alkaline salts are soluble. The formula 
of the acid is probably C,,;H;.0,;, and it is 
dibasic. Cetraric acid is 2» white amorphous 
powder, with a bitter taste, almost insoluble 
in water. It dissolves in alcohol, but is diffi- 
cultly soluble both in ether and in petroleum 
ether. Its formula is C,H, 0,2, and it is also 
dibasic.

Among the working population of Trieste 
the “sessolotte’’—or “shovellers’—form a dis

| Trieste is an important market center. They

| made for the purpose.. The “sessolotta” holds 
a knife in her right hand, and with this and 
the fingers of the left hand she is able to sort, 
in an incredibly short time, the gum or othe 
material which she is told to pick according 
to size and quality. It is said that the natural 
gum arabic, as it arrives in Trieste, has to be 
picked twelve times in this manner before it 
, finally fitto be brought into commerce as 
) flaest hand-picked quality.

Acetate of Lime.—The market is quict for 
the time being and very little in the way of 
trading has been accomplished since we last 
wrote. There have been no alterations in val- 
ues and no items of interest can be noted. 

Blue Vitrol.—The demand has again lapsed 
into small jobbing proportions, and there has 
been nothing transpiring to excite the interest 
of either the buyers or sellers, Prices are at 
last week’s figures. 

Brimstone--Recent advices from the pro- 
ducing districts report a scarcity of freight 
room, witha steady tone prevailing. Late 
cables to some dealers quote $2075 for best 
unmixed seconds, for September-October 
shipment and $20 10 for thirds. Other parties 
however do not alter their quotations froma 
week ago, except in the case of thirds which 
they hold at $19 90. There has been very 
little doing, as buyers continue to showa 
disinclination to purchase, ard express a de- 
termination to await developments being 
anticipatory of lower prices. Shipments are 
behind and the amount insight is said to be 
very light. 

Nitrate of Soda—The recent arrival seems 
to have had little effect on the market, the 
majority of the supplies going into consump- 
tion. While there have been sales in fairly 
large quantities, on spot, at 1 70c, we still hear 
of small lots changing hands at a shade under 
these figures, say 16744c. Some dealers are 
quoting 1 70c for parcels to arrive, while oth- 
ers express a willingness to take orders at 
165c. Nothing of particular interest can be 
noted, and the general tone of the market 
appears fairly steady. 

Cream Tartar—The makers report a slight 
increase in the demand, the same having been 
satisfied in the usual way at previous prices. 
No new features are apparent, and values for 
the moment appear to have been neglected. 
Ammonias, Potashes and Fert- 

llizing Chemicals. 

There has been little if any improvement in 
the trading for fertilizing chemicals except 
that some little business has been done in 
ammoniates at the prevailing low prices. 
The recent inquiries for scrap, have as yet re- 
sulted in no actual business. We note a few 
reductions in prices, but no radical changes 
have been effected. Sulphate of ammonia has 
continued to sell in a satisfactory manner at 
well maintained prices. 

The following is Messrs. Couper, Millar & 
Co.’s report on the fertilizer market of the 
United Kingdom, dated London, August 15: 
“The dullness mentioned in our last circular 
has continued throughout the month, very 
little business being done in raw materials. 
Some manufacturers seem disposed to defer

article. Supplies for prompt delivery are 
small, and the market presents a very tirm 
tone. No quotable change, however, has oc- 
curred during the week, 68% being held at 
117}6@1 6c, and 4£% at 1 50@1 55, as to quality. 

Salt cake of the best domestic brands is now 
held at 70c either on the spot or for prompt 
delivery, An active demand is reported and 
makers are closely sold up while stocks avail- 
able for prompt delivery are light. 

Caustic soda continues to advance under an 
active demand for prompt and future de- 
livery. The market 1s almost bare of 
Spot supplies, and offers of stock to arrive 
or for shipment are sparingly made. No 
Speculative interest is manifested, the busi- 
hess in progress being wholly on account of 
Consuming requirements. During the week 
sales have been made of 1,200 drums, spot and 
forward, at 285@z 95e, but at the close it was 
doubtful ifanything could be had at 306}4c,and 
Up tos 126e was demanded by some holders.

Experiments on Gum Arabic and Gam 
Senegal. 

Gum arabic is often adulterated with gum 
Senegal, the latter being sometimes sold in its 
stead. If the gum has not been powdered, 
the appearance is sufficient to show which va- 
riety is chiefly present. Gum arabic forms 
round or irregular masses, varying in color 
from colorless to brown, which reflect light 
strongly, almost appearing to be crystalline, 
Gum Senegal is usually coloriess or pale yel- 
low, with a surface resembling ground glass, 
the pieces cylindrical or worm-like. It oc- 
curs Occasionally in round masses resembling 
& Mulberry, 

On dissolving either gum in water, only 
small particles of wood are left, which, ac- 
Cording to Kramsky, are usually red in the 
case of gum arabic, but black with gum Sene- 
gal. Other gums, cherry, for example, are 
only partially soluble in water, leaving a 
swollen residue, which Only dissolves after 
long digestion.

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this account as a fertilizer of agricuitural 
crops. It is not necessary to enter into a de- 
scription of the process of conversion of the 
phosphoric pig-iron into steel, but lime is 
used, and a powerful blast of air is forced 
through the molten metal. Phosphoric avid 
is formed by the union of the phosphorus 
with the oxygen of the air, and this subse- 
quently unites with the lime wnich has been 
thrown into the converter, forming phos- 
phate of lime, which, at the end of the opera- 
tion, is fownd on the surface of the steel in 
the form of cinder or slag and is then re- 
moved. 

Prof. Kineh states, in the journal of the 
Royal Agricultural Society, that when freed 
from metallic iron and finely powdered this 
slag contains 16% per cent. of phosphoric acid 
and 49 per cent. of lime, with varying propor. 
tions of magnesia, silica, etc. The proportion 
of phosphoric acid is equivalent to 36 per 
cent. of bone earth. Large quantities of this 
material are produced at Middlesbrough and 
in the Cleveland district of Yorkshire. In the 
past year the quantity made in Europe ap- 
pears to have been 2,250,000 tons, of which 
nearly 500,000 tons were produced in England; 
whereas in 1878 the English output was only 

tons, none being made in any other coun- 
try, although the Germans now produce by 
far the largest proportion of the total output. 
With this 2,250,000 tons some 700,000 tons 
of slack are produced, this containing phos- 
phoric acid in the percentage before men- 
tioned, When the first experiments were 
made, the results were not altogether sat- 
isfactory, owing, it is believed, to the 
fact that the slack was not finely ground. 
Since that time, however, there have been 
numerous experiments with slack ground to 
an almost impalpable powder, which produced 
a much better effect upon the crops it was in- 
tended to assist. Nor dvesit appear that the 
presence of a large percentage of ferrous ox- 
ide has any injurious effect. The phosphate 
of the slack, formed, as it is, of phosphoric 
acid and lime, is more soluble than ordinary 
mineral phosphate of lime; and now that man- 
ufacturers have laid themselves out for the 
more perfect preparation of the slack as a 
manure there is little doubt that, at a price 
which willenable it to compete with other 
phosphates, it will find a rapidly inoreasing 
sale. In some instances the slack has not only 
proved beneficial to the crop to which it was 
given, but to a subsequent one, showing that 
ite influence is not exhausted in a single year. 
Professor Kineh himself, the chemist of the 
Royal Agricultural College, carried out a ser- 
ies of evperiments, in connection with a num- 
ber of land-owners and farmers, with manures 
and seeds Of a uniform character. Basic slag 
was tested in opposition to superphosphate— 
the former containing 17% per cent. of phos- 
phoric acid, equal to 38% per cent. of phos- 
phate of lime, and the latter 26% per cent. of 
soluble and 5% per cent. of insoluble phos- 
phate. The importance of the grinding of the 
slag is of great moment, and it was found that 
85 per cent. passed through a sieve which con- 
tained one hundred meshes to the inch. In 
five instances, selected on account of the tests 
being more complete than in the others, 4 
cwts. of slag produced as much as 6 cwts., but 
hardly so much as 3 cwts., of superphos- 
phate hen farm manure was 
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given; and in this test there appears to 
be little, if.any, advantage in the use of the 
slack, even in addition todung. When, how- 
ever, no dung was used the difference was 
striking, for although the slag produced a 
slightly inferior result to the superphosphate, 
it yielded a very considerable return over and 
above the soil which received no manure at 
all. When nitrate of soda was used in con- 
nection with both phosphatic manures, the 
supherphosphate gave larger increased yields 
in four out of five instances, but the soil 
unmanured with extra manure fell short of 
that manured with the slack. One thing ap- 
pears to be proved by these experiments— 
that an increase of 2 cwts., gave no better 
result than when 4 cwts. were used alone. The 
action of the slag was not so certain aa that 
of the superphosphate, and it is quite possible 
that something is yet to be discovered to 
account for the variations and for the erratic 
nature of the returns. Taking the five in- 
stances we have referred to, 4 cwts. of basic 
slag gave4cwts., 54% cwts., 1 cwt., 34% cwt., 
and lcwt. of roots, respectively, more than 
was produced by the unmanured plots. 


There is one thing to be remembered, how- 
ever, that the slag given to this extent con- 
tains 66 pounds more phosphate than is con- 
tained in 3cwts. of superphosphate, so that 
future crops will benefit if this phosphate is 
all available, as it is supposed to be. Profes- 
sor Kineh considers that finely divided slag is 
efficient on all classes of soil, but especially on 
heavy clays and peats. It requires earlier 
application than superphosphate, as it acts 
more slowly, aud it is less effective than the 
latter upon chalky soils. As regards 
price, 5 cwts, of slag costs as much 
as 3 cwts. of superphosphate. The point, 
therefore, is to consider whether if, 
as the above experiments suggest, basic: slag 
is net quite so effective in its immediate re- 
sults as the superphosphate, the fact. of its 
leaving a larger residue in the soil is not suf 
ficient to make it worthy of the attention of 
manure buyers. There are plenty of stock- 
men, who farm large acreages, that have more 
faith in rich dung, produced by the feeding of 
the stock upon costly foods, than upon all the 
artificials in the world. It would be difficult, 
indeed, to surpass them in the production of 
grain or roots, for the manure they produce 
is practically unsurpassed. Those who pro- 
duce poor manure from cattle fed only upon 
grass, straw, Or roots, as well as those who do 
not produce sufficient manure to cover their 
farm once in rotation, will necessarily listen 
to the teachings of scientific men upon such 
matters as the Thomas siag, and, having 
learned its value and its action, they will 
naturally use it, as they have been induced to 
use more stimulating manures, such as ni- 
trate of soda and guano. In buying the 
cinder it is as important as in other manures 
to obtain a guaranteed analysis, and, in 
addition, a guaranty of the fineness of the 
powder. Prof. Kineh suggests that 75 per 
cent. should pass through a sieve with one 
hundred and twenty meshes to the lineal inch. 
Slack should not be used mixed with kainit 
unless immediately sown, nor with sulphate 
of ammonia, the ammonia of which is liberated 
by the contact; and it is aleo recommended to 
mix it for distribution with dry earth or some- 
thing equivalent.

Slag Fertilizer in Germany. 


BY COMMERCIAL AGENT SMITH, OF 
MAYENCE, 

In reply to the instruction of the Depart- 
ment, requesting to be informed what amount 
of slag phosphate was mavufactured and sold 
in Germany in 1889, I have tosay that 1 can 
not give the exact amount, but Iam informed 
by the leading manufacturer of the product 
that about 400,000 tons of it were manufac- 
tured in Germany last year; that about 100,000 
tons were imported into the Empire, and 
about 50,000 tons exported. That would make 
the German consumption about 450,000 tons, 
When I reported upon tbe article in 1887, I 
said that about 4,000,000 ceu'ners of it were 
being annually manufactured in Germany. As 
there are 110 English pounds to the centner, 
there were then (at 2,000 pounds to the ton) 
about 220,000 tons of the phosphate manufac- 
tured in Germany. 

The new phosphate is represented to be satill 
meeting with great favor among the farmers 
of Germany and to do all that is claimed for 
it. It is alleged to be a more powerful, effec- 
tive, and lasting fertilizer than any other 
phosphatic manure; to be superior to bone 
meal, ground coprolites, natural phosphates, 
etc.; and to produce the same results as sup- 
erphosphates at much less cost per acre. It 
ucts three times quicker than bone dust, and 
at one-third the cost. A large number of ex- 
periments made by farmers are said to show 
that it is as quickly acting as superphosphate 
On nearly all soils, even when used in summer; 
and on heavy clay soils poor in lime, on light 
sandy soils, on wet and sour meadows, and on 
marsby, peaty soil it gives better results than 
superphosphate, It is also better than super-

ome Ceweion language, taken from a 
printed circular before me of a manufacturer 
of the phosphate powder, gives an idea of the 
high claims made for it: 

The phosphoric acid, in the form of assimil- 
able phosphates, is the first and most essential 
foundation for development of vegetation, 
which is impossible without it. The yield of 
crops is mostly in proportion to the quantity 
of availatle phosphoric acid found in the land. 

Ammoniacal manures, potash sal(s, and lime 
are also necessary as plant food; but these 
fertilizers are ineffectual in the absence of a 
sufficient quantity of assimilable phosphates. 

One to 2 tons of phosphate powder are capa- 
ble of producing 25 to 30 tons of green grass, 
possessing greater nourishing properties, 
which is not only amply sufficient for feeding 
cattle, but also admits of the farmer selling 
the surplus, and thus regaining the outlay in 
phosphate powder. 

The improved quality of the hay produces, 
necessarily, a richer stable manure, and con- 
sequently an increase of all other crops, as 
corn, turnips, potatoes, etc. 

The phospLate powder is suitable for all 
soils and plants, as all require phosphoric 
acid. Itactsexcellently for winter and spring 
crops. For the latter, especially, if the phos- 
phate powder has been drilled during the 
winter, or at least three to four weeks before 
sowing the seed. It is then immaterial 
whether it has been harrowed in at once or 
allowed to remain three or four weeks on the 
surface of the land. During this time the 
lime of the phosphate powder takes up water 
acd carbonic acid, and the phosphates thereby 
become easily assimilable by the rootlets. 

Seeing that stable manure contains am- 
moniaand potash, but too little phosphoric 
acid, an addition of phosphate powder or 
superphospoate gives an increase of corn, for 
lowt. of grain requires for its development 3 
pounds of soluble phosphates. Without a 
supply of phosphoric acid it has been found 
that the ears remain empty. 

The German farmers derive great benefit 
from the experience that the leguminous 
plants manured with phosphate powder and 
with an addition of potash salts, give an ex- 
cellent fodder crop, without any nitrogenous 
manure, inasmuch as they absorb the neces- 
sary nitrogen for their development from the 
air, Such plants ure clover, lucerne,saradelia, 
vetches, lupines, peas, and beans, which have 
been found to contain in every 10 tons of 
green fodder 100 pounds of nitrogen. By such 
treatment the poorer soils can be brought to 
produce large crops in a few years without

expenditure in manure. In the first instarice 
it is cesential that these nitrogen-absorbing 
plants should receive heavy dressings of phos- 
phoric acid and potash: The green plants are 
afterwards plowed in, or may be given to cat- 
tle and the dung applied to the land, in order 
to obtain full crops of grain, potatoes, etc. 


The following fact will evidently prove that 
an addition of phosphoric acid is wanted to 
the farm yard manure. A dressing of 15 tons 
of farm yard manute per acte; intended to 
last three or folir yeats, cOntains 140 potinds 
of phospliates. A yield of 1 ton of grain re- 
quires 60 pounds of phosphates, and the whole 
supply of 120 pounds will become, therefore, 
exhausted in two harvests, or nothing will be 
left for the further crops. The phosphates 
are therefore insufficient for four crops, even 
assuming the soil to be naturally rich in phos- 
phoric acid, on which it is better not to rely. 
Experience has proved that the best soils only 
yield 9 pounds of phosphoric acid annually, or 
only suflicient to produce 5 cwts. of grain per 
acre per year. If the farmer wishes to obtain 
larger crops, he must, above all, give an ample 
supply,and even excessive, of easily soluble 
or assimilable phosphoric acid, inasmuch as 
the natural phosphoric acid found in the sil 
is but slowly decomposed. Large quantities 
of phospkoric acid are continually being ab- 
stracted from the soil by means of crops and 
by the grazing of cattle, which, of course, 
must be replaced to keep the land in good 
condition, The phosphate powder is prefer- 
able to superphosphate, not only on account 
of its being cheaper, but that it acts better 
than superphosphate on peaty soile, sand 
meadows, sandy and loamy soils, and soils 
poor in lime, For permanent pasture 15 to 18 
cwts. of phosphate powder will last during a 
period of five to six years. Superphosphate 
can not be used in such large dressings. 

~*>e-- 
On the Examination of Wax. 

The determination of the specific gravity of 
wax may insome caies be used asa prelimi- 
nary test, pure beeswax having an average 
specific gravity of 0°90. If the substance in 
question differs considerably from this, adul- 
teration is proved. Hubl’s test is the most 
reliable for the quantitative and qualitative 
examination of wax, and the author having 


most carefully examined the various other 
methods, has come to the conclusion that the 
result in most cases is very satisfactory. Two 
methods only are mentioned which give good 
results, if the adulteration of wax with stearic 
acid has to be proved. 


1. Fehling’s Method.—He recommends boil- 
ing the substance four or five minutes with 20 
times its weight of alcohol, and afterwards 
letting it stand for several hours. Then it is 
filtered and the filtrate mixed with water. If 
the wax was pure, the liquid remains per- 
fectly or almust transparent, but if it was 
adulterated with stearic acid, it loses its 
transparency, a reaction which is plainly per- 
ceptible even if the adulteration amounts to 
as little as 1 per cent. of stearic acid. 


2. Benedikt advises boiling the substance 
with sodium carbonate. The solution on 
cooling becomes solid when sodium stearate is 
present. This method is also reliable, but not 
so exact as that of Fehling. 


The two methods just mentioned, together 
with Hubl’s and the specific gravity test, 
seem to be all we have practically to rely 
upon, to prove adulterations in wax.—Chem.
